That a great Number 
of FJeſuitt, baniſhed even from 
Popiſh Countries, for execrable 
Crimes, have taken refuge among 
us; Jud if that is the caſe, we may 
be all [moſt certain, they will r not be 
long unemployed. 
The Editor being/ n ſtanger to 
theſe things, and having had the Ori- 
ginal Authentic Manuſeript of the 
valuable Treatiſe, he now offers to 
the Public, a conſiderable time in his 
| hands; he was induced to peruſe it 
with a more particular attention; | 
and, finding it to contain, in his opi- 
pion at leaſt, a clear and folid refus 
tation of the Mary Pour of ge- 
nuine Popery, he thought it no leſy

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Some ' perſons notwithſtanding, 
Kay perhaps too haftily judge ſucch 
a Publication needleſs; and urge; 
That in theſe happy days of me- 
ec ridian light and liberty, all Pro- 
tc teſtants have as ſtrong an inftine- * 
e tiue Abhorrence of Popery; as that

ſon and Judgment, which are ever- 
l immutable? and ſuch 
Armour, it is preſumed, may be had 
from the following Treatiſe. 
Tux Eprron has nothing more at 
heart, than that young perſons eſpe- 
cially, would carefully ſtudy the 
Sacrifice of the Maſs. Who ſees 
not the happy conſequences to our 
Groil as well asReligious concerns, of 
their being thoroughly eſtabliſhed in 
ProTESTANTISM F? Indeed this is 

an important part of Education, 
but too much neglected in the pre- 
ſent age. "Thoulands, even in theſe 
enlightened nations, can, give no 
other reaſon, for their being Proteſ- 
tants, than that they were educated | 
as guchs nay, ſtrange as it may 
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appear, it is moſt certain, they do 


not even underſtand the name Pro- 
teſtant; much leſs, the Thing. 
The following treatiſe may be of 
great Service in confirming ſuch as 
theſe in the Principles of Proteſtant 
Religion, upon the ſureſt and beſt 
grounds. Nor need they ſhudder at

1 Cor. xi. Verſe 23. For I bebe reaived of the 
Lord, that which alſo 1 delivered unto you, that 
the Lord Feſus, the ſame night in which be was 
betrayed, took Bread © 
24. And when be had given Thanks, be brake it, 
and ſaid, Take, eat: this is my Body, which is 
broken for you: ibis do in Remembrance of me. 
25. After the ſame Manner alſo be took the Cup, 
when be had. ſupped, ſaying, This Cup is the 
New Teſtament in my Blood : this do ye, as oft 
as ye drink it, in Remembrance of me. 
26. Fer as often as ye eat this Bread, and drink 
ibis Cup, ye do ſhew the Lord's Death till be come. 


N theſe” Words we have a plain and full De- 
ſcription of the Lord's Supper, as it was in- 
ſtituted by our Lord Jeſus Chriſt himſelf; and 


| ordained to ſtand and continue in the Church to 
. ͤ —˙———— 
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the End of Time. T he Occaſion of them was 
this; The Holy Apoſtle had before delivered to 
the Coriubiam the naked Inſtitution: but tho 
there had not paſſed many Years from the Birth 
of this Ordinance; and but a little Time ſince the 
Foundation of the Church of Corinth ; vet now 
i tis Church (a Church of great Renown for 
Eminence of Gifts and Graces) this moſt ſacred 
and Tolemin Ordinance was darkened and dit 
guiſed by ſeyeral grand Abuſes and groſs Cor- 
ruptions, that attended the Celebration of it; as 
may de ſeen from Verſe 20, down to the Words. 
And the Apoſtle, for the Reformation of theſe 
Abuſes, and Purging out of theſe Corruptions, 
thus early crept into this Ordinance, and ſetting 
it right again among them, according to Chriſt's 
own Inftitution, here repeats the inſtitution it- 
ſelf ; leads them back to the original Rule; and 
ſhews them, how Cbriſ inſtituted the Ordi- 
nance; how Chrif-celebrated it; and how Chrift 
left it to be obſerved and adminiſtered in the 
Church; that ſo, from our Lord's own Ap- 

pointment, they might ſee how far they had 
ſwerved: how they ought to celebrate it; and 
(rejecting their former Errors and Corruptions) 
return again to the pure and primitive Inſtitution 
and Pattern. This is the Occaſion of the Words. 
We have in them, Fixsr, The Author of this 
Ordioance, viz. The Lord, together with the

LY. I have laid before you the Deſcription of 
the Lord's Supper, as it was. inſtituted by aur 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, ſo I ſhall here lay the Maſs be- 
fore you, as it is made up and dreſt by the Pope; 
and ſo thruſt into the room of the Lord's Sup- 
per, and uſed as ſuch, in all the Synagogues of 
Antichriſt. That we may attain to a more true, 
and clear Underſtanding of the Matter before us, 
I ſhall, on this firſt Head, briefly ſhew, What the 
- Word or e Mass ſtands for; or, What is 
Ggnified by it. And then, I ſhall deſcribe the 
Thing itſelf ſignified by this Name. As to the 
Name or Word Mass, F will not, at preſent, 
detain you with any Enquiry about the ETyMo- 
LoGy of it, concerning which there are various 
Opinions among the Romaniſts themſelves : Some 
will have it to be derived from the Hebrew, 
others from the Greek, and others from the 
Latin; and ſome aſſign one Reaſon of it's Im- 


allet Fore another. + But it is now in the 
Church 
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Church of Rome commonly uſed two Ways, or 
to denote two Things: viz. Fix sr, Largely and 
generally, The whole Worſhip or Service of 
the Church, that conſiſteth in public Prayers.“ 
(Totam celebrationem divini officii) Thus Maſs in 
general ſignifieth the Yorſhip; and ſo Maſs and 
Liturgy in this ſenſe are one and the lame. Or, 
SzconDLyY, It is uſed particularly, and limitedly, 
for a part of the Maſs : viz. Tur Sacrament 
OF TRR ALTAR, or THE SACRIFICE or THE 
Mass: This, properly ſpeaking, is the ſecond 

part of the Maſs, and begins at the Offertory: 
It is uſually ſung, and it receives its Name from 
the Prieſt offering up the Hoſt, as a Sacrifice, 
to God the Father. Thus alſo it is a Word re- 
ceived and uſed to Ggnify the Celebration of the 
Sacrament of the Altar, or, the ſacriſice of the 
Maſs; ſo that to ſay, or ſing Maſs, in the 
Church of Rome, is to Sacrifice or offer Chriſt. 
And to go to, or hear Maſs, is to be preſent at, 
and to join in that Sacrifice. And in this ſenſe ir 
is taken here, | The Thing ſignified by this 
Word, the Romaniſty _— thus“.

In this Deſcription we Oey Memes of the 
Maſs. It is a proper Sacrifice; or, a Sacrifice 
in the true and proper notion of the word, and 
not improperly and metaphorically; in which 
fenſe Many of the Farnzxs uſed to call it fo, 
with ſome Appearance of Reaſon; that is, exact- 
ly-in the ſame ſenſe, that the Scriptures. call 
Prayers, Praiſes, and Alms-giving Sacrifice“. 
Indeed there are ſeveral good reaſons, why it 
may be called a Sacrifice in this qualified ſenſe; 
namely, Becauſe it was inſtituted to declare and 
repreſent the Sacrifice of the Death of our Lord: 
And ſigns ordinarily have the Names of thoſe 
things which they ſignify. Therein we celebrate a 
Memorial of the Death of Chriſt, the only Sacrifice. 
Alſo, being duly received, it is a Pledge and 
Seal of the Virtue of Chriſt's Sacrifice, once of- 
fred, to be continually applied to us by Faith, 
for the ee a our ſins. A ſolemn Sacri- 
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fice of Prayers, Praiſes and Thankſgivings is of- 
fered up, at the Celebration of this Sacrament, 
to God the Father, for the Redemption and Sal- 
vation by Chriſt. And Gifts and Preſents were 
wont to be brought in the primitive Times, and 
placed on the Table, by every Communicant,' 
which wete called Oblutiom or Offerings. But 
the Romaniſts make it a Sacrifice, not in any of 
theſe ſenſes, but in a true and proper ſenſe; + 
Mos eover, according to them, as it is a 
true and proper Sacrifice; ſo it is truly, and pro- 
perly,” a propitiatory and expistory Sacrifice, 
and not Euchariſtical, and of Thankſgiving.

viz. baorna, Expiatoria, For the Expiation of 
Sin, and'; tee, Gratulatoria, For the Teſti- 
fication of Thankfulneſs for Mercies.

his Wrath. The Council of Trent Calls it a 
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hath given Pardon of 3000 Years to them that 
devoutly ſay the Maſs that is ſtiled The Maſs far 
the Name of Jeſus. Another End is the Re- 

demption of Souls, or the Delivering of them 
from the dreadful Pains of Purgatory. In the 
Canon of the Maſs the Prieſt ſaich *," ** That he 
« offereth this Sacrifice for the Redemption of 
Souls.“ And this is the principal End of ſuch 
frequent Maſſcs in the Church of Rome. 
And hence it is, that Maſſes have built and 
endowed many Churches; founded and creed 
many Monaſteries and Abbies; maintained inaus 
merable Prieſts, Monks, and Friars; and brought 
in a vaſt Revenue to the Church. For from hence 
have come the greateſt part of her Donations: 
And People have ſpared neither Gold nor Silver, 
nor Houſes, nor Lands, nor Heritages, to have 
Maſſes ſaid for their Souls when Dead, and to 
help the Souls of their WN * and 
Friends. 

Hence Chacirics had their Riſe, which con- 
fiſted of Salaries allowed to one, two, three, or 
more Prieſts to ſay Daily Maſs for the Souls of 
their deceaſed Founders and their Friends. They 
were commonly united to ſome Parochial, Colle- 
giate, or Cathedeal Church. o theſe e their

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Diſſblution by Henry VIII. there were founded in 
St. Paul's forty-ſeven, and throughout England 
almoſt an incredible Number. Free Chapels and 
Colleges were of the ſame Nature, and for the 
fame uſe; but more conſiderable in Bigneſs, 
Building, Number of Prieſts, and Endowments. 

Hereby the Clergy engroſſed to themſelves al- 
moſt the whole Subſtance of Chriſtendom, and 
the Laity were cheated out of their Eſtates and 
Patrimonies. This was one of the Grieyances 
repreſented by the Bohemians defiring Reforma- 
tion. The Pope (ſay tbey) with bis Prieſts, by 
* his Purgatory, hath deceived, deſpoiled, and 
&* difinherited Kings, Princes, Lords, Knights, 
and Good Houſholders, and many others, of 
their lawful Inheritances, becauſe their An- 
* ceſtors and Progenitors gave them away to 
* Colleges, Monaſteries and Churches, to make 
* Memorials of them, and to ſing or ſay Maſſes 
* for their Souls, that they might be amel 


* out of Purgatory.” 

AnornEx End of the Maſs is the Impetrs 
tion of Bleſſings. * As it is a propitiatory Sacrifice 
offered up for the Remiſſion of Sins; ſo it is al- 
fo impetratory, and offered up for the Procuring 
of every Kind of Bleſſings. The Maſs is a Ser- 
vice by which, the Pricſt who offereth Chriſt, 
and the reſt, who join in that Oblation, even 
9 | | merit 
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merit of the Almighty.” Hence all ſpiritual 
Graces and Bleſſings, and eternal Salvation may 


be obtained by Saying or Hearing Maſſes“. 
LasTLy: The Maſs is celebrated for the Prog 


curing of all other Neceſſaries for Dead or Liv- 
ing, Abſent or Preſent, Body or Soul, Man or 
Beaſt. And therefore (which is horrible to ſay) 
they celebrate Maſſes for Horſes, and other Ani- 
mals, when under Diſcaſes; yea, even (as one 
affirms) for a poor WA s Hen,” if it be loſt or 
lick. 

 Tavs we have the Ends, whereunto I may 
add, that the Sacrifice they dream of may be 
applied, by the Intenticn of the Prieſt Sacrificing, 
to any particular Perſons whether Alive or Dead; 
and thereby they to whom, it. is ſo applied, may 
obtain © Remiſſion both from Sin and Puniſh- 
ment, and other temporal and ſpiritual Bleſ- 
ſings +.” But the ſacred Scriptures mention no 
other way of the effectual Application of Chriſt's 
Sacrifice-upon the Croſs to particular Perſons,

a ſet Number and Order of Words and Sigus.

” whiereon it is offeteck: But the time whey, and 
the Action where. it is offered, is hard to be 
known, and they are at a very great loſs about 
it. Some make it ſtand in the Placing of it on the 
Altar, Some in the Conſecration ef the Ele- 
ments: Some in the Elevation of the Hoſt. Some 
In che Breaking of the Hoſt. © And fome in 
the” Eating of the Hoſt. - Bellarmine + ingenu- 
| ouſly confeſſes; That the Action of Offering can- 
not de eafly diſtinguiſhed and ſeparated from 
the other Actions that are done conjotntly there- 
with, by the Words of Inſtitution. © Vet having 
| ſer afide the Opinions of others, as unſatisfac- 
tory to him, He delivers his Own, which is this: 
That the Action of facrificing Chriſt's Body 
lad Blood, ſtandeth in theſe three 8 
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* wiz, In the Conſecration, in the Placing of the Eu- 
4 chariſt on the Altar, and in the Manducation of 
<*« the Hoſt, In the Conſecration, becauſe, ſays he, 
* by this, a thing that before was common or 
profane, is made ſacred. For Bread, a terrene 
<« thing, is by /acerdotal Conſecratiq made the 
« Body of Chriſt,” But the Sacrifice cannot 
(either wholly, as Some, or in part, as Bellar- 
mine) formally conſiſt in the Conſecration of the 
Euchariſt. For, the making of a common thing 
ſacred by Conſecration, is nothing to the Eſ- 
ſence of a Sacrifice, unleſs That ſelf ſame thing 
that was common before, be offered. ro God 
after that it is ſo made ſacred. But now they ſa- 
crifice not the ſame thing, but another; not com- 
mon Bread by Conſecration changed into ſacred, 
but the very Body of Chriſt: A quite different 
thing in Nature, Eſſence and Subſtance. 

Again, No conſecrated thing is offered to 
God in the Maſs ; and therefore the Action of 
Saerificing cannot conſiſt in the Conſecration. 
That Nothing conſecrated is offered to God is 
evident; for, if there be any ſuch thing offered, 
it muſt be either the Bread, the Accidents of 
the Bread, or, the Body of Chriſt: But it is 
none of theſe. Not the Bread, for there is no 
more Subſtance of Bread (they ſay) after the 


Words of Conſecration are pronounced. Not 
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the accidents of the Bread, as Colour, Roundne/s, 
Breadth, Ce. for theſe (they ſay) are not offered 
to God, but only That which is contained under 
them. Not the Body of Jeſus Chriſt, for can 
Chriſt be conſecrated by Us? The Apoſtle tells 
us“, That he hath SaxcTirred, or Const- 
CRATED Us; but that He ſhould be Conse- 
CRATED by Vs is horrible to ſay. So that here 
is nothing conſecrated in the Maſs, which the 
Prieſt can offer up unto God. Therefore, | 
LasTLy, The Action of Sacrificing cannot 
conſiſt in the Conſecration; For, they generally 
agree, that the Conſecration is performed by 
Pronouncing theſe Words over the Elements; 
Tm1s'1s uy Body: Now theſe Words are not 
Words of Oblation ; for, they were not directed 
by our Saviour to Gop, but to the ArosTLEs; 
they therefore offer Nothing to God; but to 
offer Something is eſſential to all Sacrifices. There- 
fore the Sacrifice cannot conſiſt in the Conſe- 
cration. Thus we have taken off the Firft of 
Bellarmint's Ingredients, or, Actions wherein he 
makes the Sacrifice to conſiſt. ' We ſhall paſs on 
to the Second, and ſee if That will hold. It is 
the Placing of the Encharift on the Atar. That 
Sacred Hoſt, ſays be, is offered unto God, 
* while, ** * Ee" of en 85 is 
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placed on the Altar; For, to put the Victim 
on the Altar, is really to offer it unto God.“ 
But againſt This alſo it may be urged, That 
Chriſt is put upon the Altar, as a Victim (the 
Bread being turned by Conſectation into his 
very Body, and the Wine into his very Blood) 
doth ſuppoſe TRANSUBSTANTIATION, which 
(as ſhewn elſewhere “) is a horrible Fiction. Yet 
if ſuch a Tranſubſtantiation were granted them, 
their Placing of Chriſt's Body and Blood, made 
(in the Act of Conſecration) of Bread and Wine, 
upon the Altar, would not import a ſacrificing, 
but a Miraculous Action. Bes Es, The Hoſt 
is placed on the Altar before the Act of Conſe- 
cration, and while it is mere Bread, as they 
themſelves confeſs; ſo that if the Act of offering 

ſtand in Placing the Hoſt on the Altar, then it 
muſt follow, That the Victim which is offered is 
not Chriſt (as they ſay) but only @ Cake of Bread. 

Nor are the Placing of the Victim on the Altar, 
and Sacrificing It, both One, as Bellarmine would 
have them be; for That is but a previous Ac- 
tion to This, and may be where This is not T.

do follow, there is no real and true Sacrifice,” 
There muſt then be ſome farther Act to com- 
plete this Sacrifice, for theſe two will by no 
means make it One, And this is the Mandu- 
cation of the Hoſt, © The action of ſacrificing 
(/ays be) canſiſts in this, That the Thing which 

<«< js offered be deſigned to be a true, real, exter- 
* nal Deſtruction; and this is done, when after 

<<. the: Conſecration, the Body of Chriſt is eaten 
by the Prieft, For, in this Eating, the Body 
<«<. of Chriſt loſeth its ſacramental Being, and 
&<- ceaſes to be really on the Altar,” And now 
on This Bellarmine fixes, and concludes, © That 
the Action of ſacrificing, ſtands chiefly in 
* This; and thinks he has bit (be Whites and 
"the Truth is, if he have not hit on it in this, or 
at leaſt opened a Way ta it, we are ſtill in the 
Dark,” and may deſpair of ever finding it, And 
has he done this? Nay, for bardly Any Thing 
could have been invented by him that would 
have been more unſcriptural, irrational, and ab- 
ſurd than this is. Where will he find any colour 
of Scripture for this, That Cad bath appointed 
bis Son to be ſacrificed to himſelf ly their Eating of 
bim. And what is more abſurd and irrational 
than to ſay, © That to eat à buman Body, and 
to offer it (at the ſame time and in the ſame 
action) to God, are both the ſame Thing? What 
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is more abſurd than to fay, * The Ad of ſacriſic- 
ing ſtands in Manducanng,” whilſt it is moft 
evident that the Prieſt, when he 7s eating the 
hoſt, is ſending" it down into his own Stomach 
inſtead of offering it up unto God? +1 + * 
Pixx, If this were ſo, then the Prieſt's 
Mouth would be the Altar on which the Saerifice 
is offered; and all the Communicants would be 
Offerers andSacrificers, as well as the Prieſt; and 
every one indeed would be both Altar and 
Prieft. AND this is the eighth Thing done in 
the-Sacrifice of the Maſs, the Oblation of Chriſt. 
And from what has been hinted you may ſee, 
That the Prieſts who offer up this Sacrifice, many 
times over every day, in the celebration of the 
Maſs, cannot yet tell, How, Wben, or in What 
At of their's they do it. I may fay as Daves: 
Determ. 13%. An' admirable Prieſt indeed, who 
underſtands not when he offers his Sacrifice! 

After the Oblation follows the Communion, 
or Participation of the Euchariſt : For we muſt 
know, That this ineffable Myſtery of the Eu- 
chariſt-is both a Sacrifice and a Sacrament, and 
therefore they give it theſe two Styles, The 
« Sacrifice of the Maſs, and the Sacrament of the 
1% Altar.” A Sacrifice, for the Living and Dead,

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« as before. A Satrament, as ordained to be 
received into our Bodies, and to feed the 
s ſame to Reſutrection and Immortality; and 
* to give Grace and Salvation to our Souls, 
« if we worthily receive ii“.“ FS, (ſay they) 
Chriſt made the Elements his Body and Blood; 
Tag he offered Himſelf for them; and, 
LASTLY, he gave the ſame Body and Blood to his 
Apoſtles to be eaten: thus at once inſtituting 
both a Sacrifice and a Sacrament. As a Sacri- 
fice, they offer it unto God; as a Sacrament, 
they eat and drink it themſelves: And this is 
to communicate. And this communicating in 
ine Church-of Rome is either by the Prieſt alone, 
who celebrates, ſays, ſings or chants the Maſs 
in the Preſence of the People afſembled at Maſs : 
or, by the Prieſt and People together, The 
ordinary Manner of communicating, or, cele- 
brating the Sacrament of the Altar, is by the 
Prieſt alone; who (after the Conſecration, Ele- 
vation, Adoration, and Oblation) eats and drinks 
all himſelf ; the Multitude that are preſent, in 
the mean time, only looking on as idle Specta- 

tors. Yet he does this in the Name of the 
People. The Prieſt alone receives without 
BD; Diſtribution, but then he does it in the Name 
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10 of the whole Church, and for the Advantage of 
the Spectatorsꝰ.“ Thus it is a Sacrament withs 
out Communicants, wherein thoſe that are pre- 
ſent do not eat or drink, but are only BeznoLDers 
of the Prieſt eating and drinking All himſelf alone; 
Nevertheleſs they call this the Communion and 
Communicating; becauſe tho the People indeed 
do not eat or drink, yet in and by hearing and ſzeing, 
they do communicate, and join in Unity and 
perfect Fellowſhip of one body, with all true 
* Chriſtian Men in the world.” And the Prieſt's 
thus receiving for them is as available to them, 
as if they received themſelves; and by this Hear- 
ing and Seeing of Maſſes, they are armed (as 
they think) againſt the Devil; and, ſeu Amuleto 
Alexipharmaco, made ſafe from all dangers. 
«Thoſe (fay the Rhem. on Jobn vi. 53.) that de- 
« youtly hear Maſs, and adore, in preſence, the 
% Body and Blood of Chriſt, joining in heart 
«with the Prieſt, receive Life and Fruit of the 
* Sacrament, ' tho*-they receive not ſacramental- 
« Fin one or both kinds.“ Tuis now is the 
ordinary Manner of communicating in the Syna- 
gogues of Antichriſt; and it is a moſt groſs, 
palpable, and abominable Perverſion of, and

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Supper, for there is an Omiſſion therein of a 
ſpecial and eſſential part or action of the Supper. 
MNMonzovxx, It is contrary to the Practice of 
the Apoſtles, who, in the Adminiſtration of the 
Supper, did not receive the Bread and Wine 
themſelves only, and in the Name of others, 
(a thing unknown to them) but gave them to 
the communicants. This was St. Paul's Prac- 
tice at Corimth*, and he blames the Corin- 
thians for the great diſorder they had fallen into, 
in not ſtiying for one another, to celebrate the 
Lord's Supper together, at the ſame time, in 
the public Aſſembly of the Church r. 
LAsrty, It is moſt abſurd and irrational in 
itſell. We ſhould ſay it were a very abſurd 
thing, if one Man baptized himſelf in the Name 
of a great multitude of unbaptized Men, both 
Preſent and Abſent ; and pretended, that this 
- Deed of his, was no leſs available to them, than 
if They were all actually baptized. Or, if when 
a great number of gueſts were invited to, and 
aſſembled at, a ſolemn feaſt, being ſet down at 
the table, One only of the Company ſhould 
eat and drink for all the reſt, aſſuring them, 
that his Eating and Drinking (if they did but 
look on him when ſo doing) would avail as much

thoſe Poor People who can down with ſuch Work 
as this! But, beſides, Theſe, they have almoſt 
an infinite Number of private Maſſes in, their 
Churches, celebrated by ſingle Prieſts alone; 
none either of the Clergy or Laity being preſent. 
As in the Maſſes for the Dead wherein one 
Prieſt,“ in one Corner, at one altar, chants his 
Maſs, for the Soul of ſuch a One; and another 
Prieſt in another Corner, at another Altar, at 
the ſame time, mumbles over a Maſs for ſuch a 
Soul; and a third in the fame Manner, in the 
ſame Temple.

And this indeed looks ſome- 
thing more like the Sacrament of the Lord's Sup- 
per, than when the Prieſt alone cats and drinks, and 
the People only look on: Vet even This is really 
nothing, but an open Violation of our Saviour's 
Inſtitution, and a groſs Pr ofanation of his Ordi- 
nance: For, when they adminiſter the Sacra- 
ment of the Altar to the People, they celebrate 
it in a Language which the People underſtand 
not; and ſo keep the Whole of the Service from 
their Knowledge, who neither apprehend What 
is faid, nor What is done in it, but Rand there 
like ſo many ſenſeleſs images. A practice con. 
trary to the expreſs Words and Direction of 
Scriptureꝰ, to the common Senſe and Reaſon of 
Mankind, and to the plain Example of Anti- 
quity; yea, even the Lateran Cauncil under 
Innacent the Third, about 1215, decreed, Cap. 
ix. That for as much as in many Places within 
the ame City and Dioceſe, there be Nations 
„ mingled of civers. Tongues, having divers 
* Rites and Manners, under one Faith, we 
* ſtraightly command, That the Biſhops of ſuck 
« Cities or Dioceſſes, provide meet Men; who, 
« according to the Diverſity of their Rites and 
* Tongues, may celebrate the divine Service, and 
s adminiſter the Sacraments of the Church unto

it ſhould have been rather ſaid, That the

They ſay, the Prieſt peforming Maſs muſt al- 
ways receive in both Kinds; **© becauſe he muſt ex- 
i preſs in a lively Manner the Paſſion of Chriſt, and 
the Separation of his Blood from his Body in the 
« ſame ;” And for this reaſon the People ſurely 
ought. to receive in both Kinds alſo. Yet this 
is denied to all Lay-People, excepting only Kings 
and Princes, whom the Prieſts admit to be their 
Companions. * A very groſs Violation of the ſa- 
cred Ordinance : For Nothing is plainer, than 
that Chriſt inſtituted Both to be received; diſtri- 
buted Both to the Diſciples ; commanded Both 
to be done ; but more expreſsly and particularly 
commanded all /o drink +. In the former Verſe, 
when he ſpeaks of the Bread, he does nor ſay, 
« Eatye A;“ but in this, when he ſpeaks of 
the Cup, he ſays, © Drink ye 4/!:” So that they 
might have taken away the Bread with more 
colour, than they have for taking away the Cup, 
© Yet they have this vain and frivolous Pretence 
for their horrid Violation of this plain Inſtitution 
of Chriſt, viz. That Chriſt adminiſtered the Sa- 
crament to none, but the Apoltles; and they 
were all Priefts or Paſtors of the Church.

not Chrift then command them, as Priefts, to 
do what he had done; i. e. to take, and to give 
Bread and Wine to Prieſts only? What Warrant 
then have they to give the Bread to Lay- men 
any more than the Cup; for the Command of 
2 Eating and Drinking belong: to we ſame 
Perſons ? os 

Nov, if Lay-men have no 4 to the Cup, 
. Becauſe thoſe to whom Chriſt gave it were 
Clergymen; then, by the ſame reaſon, they 
have no right to the Bread, nor indeed to partake 
of the Sacrament at all. Why then is it given 
them? If it be faid, That was inſtituted to be 
received by them, but not This, i. e. the Bread, 
but not the Vine; then I would aſk further, 
how they will ever make it appear that thofe 
Words of our Saviour Take, Eat, are directed 
both to Clergymen and Laymen, or, Prieſts and 
People; but that theſe Words Drink ye All, are 
directed to Clergymen only? And, why they 
give the Cup to Kings and Prixces, who are mere 
Laymen?

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But the Apoſtle clears the Matter beyond 
Exception; for he delivered the Inſtitution of 
the Euchariſt to the Gorinibiens, as he had re- 
ceived it of the Lord: See x Cor. xi. 23. 
where we may obſerve, © that he wrote that 
Epiſtle not only to the Paſtors, but to the 
Church,” (See Chap. i. Ver. 2.) „ that he men- 
tions no Excluſion of any from the Cup; and, 
that he expreſsly commands all 1 drink.” (See 
alſo Fer.

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this Sentence: We have been advertiſed that 
< ſome Perſons, having only taken a Piece of 
the ſacred Body, do abſtain from the Cup of 
the ſacred Blood; who, without Doubt, ought 
to receive the bole Sacrament, or, be whelly 
„excluded from Communicating, becauſe the 
« Diviſion of a Sacrament cannot be made, 
* without groſs Sacrilege.” Yea, the Council 
of Conflance, which is the firſt Council that made 
a Canon againſt the Communion ia both Kinds, 
upon Pain of Hereſy, and Puniſhment to be 
impoſe] by the Secular, in the very Canon made 
againſt the Cup, (Seff. 13. Anno 1415) con- 
feſſeth, That Jeſus Chriſt did inſtitute and ad- 
- miniſter to his Diſciples the venerable Sacrament 
under the Species of Bread and Wine; and like- 
wile, That, in the primitive Church, it was re- 
"ceived by the Faithful, under both Kinds“; and 
yet, in the ſame Canon, they eſtabliſh the con- 
trary Cuſtom; and declare all thoſe to be Here- 


tics; and, that they are to be grievoiſſy puniſh- 


ed, who contradict it. But, doubtleſs, Chriſt's 
Blood, as well as his Body, belongs equally to 
all Believers. Yet that they may put ſome

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they have invented the Fiction of Concomitancy, 
and they ſay that the taking away the Cup from 
the Lay- people, doth not exclude them from 
the Participation of the Blood of Chriſt in the Sa- 
.crament, Becauſe Chriſt's Whole Perſon, both 
Humanity and Divinity, both Fleſh and Blood, 
are in each Form; and are wholly received yo leſs 
in the firſt, than in the ſecond, or in both. 
Under the Form of Bread they receive the Body 
of Chriſt with his Blood, by Concomitancy, ſee- 
ing his Body cannot be ſeparated from his Blood. 
But this Concomitancy ſuppoſeth Tranſulſtantia- 
. tion, and is built upon it: And it is repugnant 
to the Words of Chriſt, who, by way of Diſtinc- 
tion from each other, calls the Bread, his Body; 
and the Wine, his Blood; and exhibits them 
. diftinfily, the Bread to be eaten, and the Wine to 

be drunk. | | 


Besibzs, If this were ſo, neither have the 


Clergy Need of the Cup, any more than the 
Laity z becauſe, without it, they receive a M bole 
. Chriſt. And indeed Chriſt's Inſtitution of the 
Cup, upon this Suppoſition, was needlels ; for 
there is Nothing added therein, that was not be- 
fore in the Bread: So that it was done in vain, 
avhich is abſurd. But if we grant them this Con- 
comitancy, yet it will no way juſtify their deny- 


ing the Laity che Cup; for hereby they ſeparate 
SS: on 
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thoſe things which Chriſt hath inſeparably join- 
ed together in this Taftitution, vis. The Bread 
and Wine. And tho' there were a Concomitancy, 
yet Eating is no Drinking ; but we are com- 
manded 7o drink. If I take a Piece of Bread and 
dip it in Wine, and then eat it, I do not there- 
by arizk, tho' ſome of the Wine be received by 
Concomitancy. Neither can there be a Sacra- 
mental Participation of the Blood of Chriſt hy 
Partaking of the Bread, but of the Cup; for 
Chriſt made not the Bread, but the Cop, the 
Sacrament of his Blood; and under the Bread, 
Nothing is ſacramentally received, but the Body 
of Chriſt. 
 ForTutrR, They take away the Nadi of 
Bread \ in the Communion of the Lay-people, 
As they utterly deny the Cup to them, ſo they 
deprive them of the ſacramental Action tepre- 
ſenting the Paſſion and Crucifixion of Chriſt. In- 
deed it is broken in the Prieft's Communion *; 
but in the Communion of the Laity, inſtead of 
broken Bread, they have little round Wafers 
| with the Image of Chriſt on them +; and they 
adminiſter them, diſtributing to every Communi- 
cant one of them M pole, contrary to the Example

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Bread, and ſuid, Hoc racire, Tuis Do: con- 
trary to the Practice of the Apoſtles , and con- 
trary to the Practice of the Church in the fitſt 
Ages; as were caſy to ſhew. Yea, from this 
very Action of our Saviour, in the Toftitution 
and Adminiſtration of this Ordinance, the Sa- 
crament took the Name of Breaking of Brrad . 
Acarx, They do not deliver the Wafer into 
the Hands, but put it into the Mouths of the 
ſeveral Communicants. The Euchariſt is not 
to be gien into the Hands of any Layman or 
« Woman, but only to be put into their 
% Mouth.“ And chis is done not without 
much Superſtition, and a falfe Opinion, that it 
is unlawful for any Layman to touch the venera- 
ble Sactament with his Hands; that it is mote 
Teverently and devoutly received, when taken 
into the Mouth, than into the Hand; that the 
Hands of the Prieſts are holier than the Hands of 
the People; and that the Mouths of the Com- 
municants are holier than their Hands; ſo 
that they may take into their Mouths That 
which they may not touch with one of their 
Hands, or take between two of their Fingers.“

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But the Manner of fitting at the Table, ſpeaks 
it to have been anciently received into the Hands 
of the Communicants. And in the primitive 
Church, when Tranſubftantiation was not yet 
born, nor once known, or heard of, as a thing 
that was to come into the World, then “ it was 
no Impiety to touch the holy Symbols *,” but 
they were given into the Hands of the Commu- 
nicants. See the Epiſtle of Diony ſius of Alexandria 
in Euſebius, L. vii. C.'8. where it appears that 
the Prieſt did not thruſt the Bread into the 
Mouths of the Communicants, but the Com- 
municants ſtretched forth their Hands (as his 
Words are) to receive the holy Food. The ſame 
is alſo evident from the Words of Anbroſe to 
Theodofius the Great, after the Slaughter of the 
Theſſalonians; How dare you ſtretch forth 
„ thoſe Hands which are yet recking with in- 
% nocent Blood, and with the ſame receive the 
holy Sacrament of Chriſt's Body f? 
LasTiY, The People muſt not eat the Wa- 
fer after all, by Chewiog it with their Tecth, 
but they muſt. hold it in their Mouth till it diſ-

mon, ordinary, and houſhold Bread, ſuch as he 
took off the Table, and gave it to the Commu- 
nicants, with a Command to eat it. But, in- 
ſtead of ordinary Bread, they have brought in 
their Wafers, that have little of the Subſtance of 
Bread in them; and inſtead of giving them to 
be eaten, forbid the Eating of them; and ſo 
take away not only Drinking, but Eating too mi 
a proper ſenſe) in the Sacrament. 

You have now the Lay-peqple's Communion, 
in which you ſee That they adminiſter to them 
in a ſtrange Language; take away the Cup, take 
away the Breaking of Bread, thruſt the Euchariſt 
into their Mouths, as if they were children, or 
Idiots ; take away true Bread, and true Eat- 
ing; and fo, do nothing leſs, than adminiſter 
the Lord's Supper. This is the 9th Thing done 
in the Maſs; After which, follows the Poſt-com- 
munion, conſiſting of Prayers, Thankſgivings, 
and Bleſſing the People; then the Deacon con- 
cludes all with an ite miſſa eff, &c. Go in Peace,

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Anger. I might farther give you an Account of 
many other Fopperies that Superſtition and 1do- 
latry have foiſted in, and made Companions of 
che Mals ; ſuch as the following: viz, 
Breaking the Hoſt over the Chalice ; Break- 
ag it into three Pieces; Putting one Piece inte 
the Wine; Mixing Water with the Wine; Re- 
ceiving it faſting; Candles burning on the high 
Altar, before the Hoſt; Veſtments wherein the 
Prieſt is dreſſed; Frequent Waſhings, Croſſings, 
Bleſlings, Cenſings; Kiſſings of the Amice, 
Altar, Book, Pax; F requent ſmiting and knock- 
ing of the Breaſt; Cringings and Bowings of 
the Body; with many other Actions and Geſtures, 
io ſtrange, various, and ridiculous, that they 
make it look more like a Stage Play, than the 
Morſhip of God, and may amaze a Man chat 4 18 
not out of his Wits. 
And this is a true Delineation of the Maſs, 
both as a Sacrifice, and as a Sacrament. 
It is called Maſs, according to ſome, Becauſe, 
it is ſeut from the Father to Us, that Chriſt's 
Body and Blood may be wich us *.” And al- 
ſo becauſe Chriſt is ſent back from Us to the Fa- 
ther, that he may intercede for us with the Fa- 
ther.

There 
is no mention of any Offering to God, nor any 
colour for ſuch an Interpretation, The word 
is wy! et, Aro Montano interprete, hgnificat 
eduxit; et Butorfio, exire fecit, eduxit, pro- 
daxit, protulit, depremꝑſit T. Et, teſte Pagni- 
no, ., ejus radix in conjugatione Hipbil ſig- 
nificat proferre.

(as tho* the Bringing forth of Bread and Wine 
had been an Act of his Prieſthood) inſtead of, 
Aud he was the Prieft,” according to 2 
Hebrew, where the Copulative is Jau r, and 
this Clauſe is not annexed as a Reaſon of the 
former; viz. bis Bringing forth Bread and Mine;

And it was not the Bringing forth of 
bread and wine, but the Bleſſing of Abraham, that 
was here the proper Act of Melchiſedect's Prieſt» 
hood; and in relation whereunto he is led the 
Prieſt of the moſt high God. 

Thus, in the firſt place, the Popiſb Suppoſi- 
tion upon which this Argument is bottomed, is 
falſe. But if it were true, that Melchiſedeck did 
offer Bread and Wine to God in ſacrifice yet it 
would not follow that therefore Chrift muſt and 

did inſtitute ſuch a kind of Sacrifice as Melcbi/e- 
deck offered. I ſay, this will never follow by 
neceſſary conſequence z nor can the Sacrifice of 
the Maſs be inferred hence any where, but in 
the Schools of the Jeſuirs, who have a known 
and famous Facylty of proving and e 
Quidlibet a 4 Quolilet. 

Melchiſedeck ſacrificed Bread and Wine; ' Grant 
it; What then? Why, therefore the Prieft in the 
Maſs ſacrificeth the Body and Blood of Chriſt. 
Who ſeeth not the Abſurdity and Ridiculouſneſs 
of this Inference ? Nay, if we grant them, that 
Melchiſedeck offered a proper Sacrifice of Bread 
and Wine; yet, inſtead of doing them any 
Service, it will cut afunder the Sinews of their 
own Argument : for be it ſo, what then? Why, 
ſay they, Chriſt being a Prieſt after the Order 


of Melchiſedeck, was obliged to offer the ſame 
E z Eind 
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kind of Sacrifice that Melchiſedeck offered: 
Well, and what follows on this? Why, it will 
follow; that becauſe Melchiſedeck ſacrificed 
Bread and Hine, therefore Chriſt ſacrificed the 
ſame; and the Prieſt now ſacriſiceth Bread and 
Wine ia ihe Maſs, as Melcbiſedeck did. 
IBI, I ſay, (if any thing) will follow, That 
the Maſfing - Prieſt now. Aacrificeth Bread and 
Vine, the ſame kind of Sacrifice that Melchiſe- 
deck offered, and not the /rue and proper Body and 
Blaod of Chriſt, which is quite another kind of 
Sacrifice. So that their own Argument is both 
felo de ſe and jugulator cauſe ; deſtroying the 
daily Sacrifice of the real Body and Blood of 
Chriſt, which they contend for, ang "owes eſta- 
bliſh. by it. wy 
We have now the firſt . e this 
Argument depends upon; which is, in the firſt 
place; falſe; and, if true, would not beſtead 
them, but quite overthrow the cauſe that it is

Let us now take a view of the Arguments 
whereby they would prove that Melchiſedeck 
facrificed Bread and Wine; and theſe following 
Arguments are brought to prove this. 
Cab. Vaſquez, the Jeſuit, argues thus: Mel- 
ebiſedeck | is brought in Giving Bread and Wine 
to the Soldiers, and Bleſſing 0 as with his 
"> LR own 
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< own Hand*:” fortheSeripture ſaith, , Hebroughr 
the moſt high, God, and he bleſſed bim; where 
he obſerves that Melch iſedeck at once brought 
forth Bread and Wine,, and in Bringing them 
forth, bleſſed Them; whence, ſaith , be, it 
ſeem th it may be inferred +,” that the Bread 
and Wine were conſecrated into a Sacr' fice, and 
ſo diſtributed, by the Prieſt with his own Hands. 
I anſwer, the Jeſuit inſerts that of Melchiſedect 
giving the Bread and Wine, with bis own, Hands, 
of his own Head ; for it is neither, in the Text, 
nor can be collected from i it. So that this is bold 
Preſumption of the Jeſuit. Nor is there any 
thing in the Text of Melchiſedeck's Bleſſing the 
Bread and Wine, nor of his Diſtributing” them 
to the Soldiers, nor of his Bleſſing the Soldiers. 
It is ſaid he hleſſed Abraham, but of the others 
there is neither Jot nor Tittle i in the Text Þ; they 
are all Jeſuitica! Additions that will never pals 
with, Proteſtants upon the bare Word of the whole | 
Tribe without better proof, which, yet they have 
not produced, nor ever can. But let us ſup- 
poſe that which the Jeſuit takes for granted: viz. 
that Melcbiſedeck having brought forth Bread and 
Wine, fr blefled them, and then diſtributed

Do we 
therefore ſacrifice? The Popiſs Prieſts (ſome of 
them at leaſt) % the Meat before they eat and 
drink at their ordinary Meals; but do they 
therefore, and thereby, conſecrate and offer the 
pretended Sacrifice of the Altar as often as they 
eat and drink? T ſuppoſe they will not ſay ſo. 
In ſhort, this is meer Trifling, inſtead of Reaſon- 
ing with any Shew or Colour of Truth ; and 
the Feſuit himſelf is not over confident of the 
Strength of his Argument, as appears by his 
It ſeemeth that it may be inferred,” which (as 
one juſtly obſerves) ĩs anſwered by © Another it 
ſeemeth that it may not be inferred *,” | 
In the next place, Pererius, another Jeſuit, 
will ſay Something, bur it is to as little purpoſe, 
His Argument is, 

„ That in this Place we have mention made 
«© of Three Acts of Melchiſedeck ; That he 
«* brought forth Bread and Wine; That he 
«© Bleſſed Abraham, and that he received Tithes,

I anſwer, The Conſequence will not hold; the 
two laſt Acts are ſacerdotal; therefore the firſt 
is ſo too. I ſay, the Conſequence is not good, 
for it is inferred upon a falſe Suppoſition : viz. 
that becauſe theſe three Acts are joined together 
they are therefore all of the ſame nature. Now 
this is falſe, for Things that are joined in the 
«* ſame Series or Sentence of Scripture, are not 
« always of the fame nature*;” but there is 
a frequent Conjunction both of things unequal 
and Things unlike , as might be ſhewn in 
many Examples 1. We have three Acts of our 
Saviour, one following another in the ſame Se- 
ries, as thoſe of Melchiſedeck*s do, and perform- 
ed at the ſame time as Melchiſedeck's were; 
and yet they are not therefore the ſame, nor Acts 
of the ſame Office, but belong unto ſeveral of- 
fices: He caſt the Buyers and Sellers out of the 
Temple 9: He preached : and he Healed the 
Blind and the Lame .

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A third Argument of the Romaniſts is. this, 
namely, That there was no need for Melchiſedeck 
to bring forth Bread and Wine to Abraham, for 
a Refection or Repaſt of his Men; and therefore 
he brought them for another End or Uſe: i. e. 
38 a Sacrifice unto God. This is Bellarmine's Ar- 
gument. The Antecedent, viz, that there was 
no Need of them for Food, he takes for granted z. 
becauſe Abraham returned from the Battle with 
a great Prey, wherein there was Pleoty of Neceſ- 
faries for Refreſhing* ; and Abraham's Men had 
refreſhed themſelves with the Spoil which they 
had recovered, before Meclhiſedeck came out to 
meet him . 

But, by Bellarmine's favour, we may juſtly 
queſtion his Antecedent notwithſtanding what 
he alledges for the proof of it. Indeed, that 
they had eaten of the Proviſions taken from the 
Sadamites, and recovered. by: Abraham, is declar- 
ed in the Text; but that this was before Melchiſes 
dect met Abrabam cannot be proved from the 
Text quoted by Ballarmine. Or, if it could, 
yet all the Victuals might be ſpent by the time 
that Melchiſedeck met Abrabam. It is true that 
the Kings took away with them the Victuals of 
Sodom and Os yet J FR it is not im-

Sum of Pererius's Reply to this Argument, and 
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probable that they might be ſpent, partly by 
the forr Kings and their Company, and partly 
by Abrabam and his Men.

But, though this were certainly true which 
he” ſuppoſeth ; viz. that Mrabam needed no 
victuals ; yet the Collection is not true; viz. that 
Melchiſedeck brought forth Bread and Wine to offer 


- unto God; This will not follow. There is little 


Strength in this Reaſoning, as Pererius, his Bro- 
ther Jeſuit, confeſſeth, who ſhall anſwer Bel- 
Ermine here for me. His Anfwer. is, That 
* if Abraham wanted no Proviſions, yet Mel. 
& chiſedeck might not know fo much, but rather 


* fuppoſe the contrary : Or, if he knew this, 


vet he would, by this Preſent brought unto 
« Abraham, declare and teſtify his Humanity 
and Benignity towards Abrabam, together 
* with his joyful Reſentment of Abraham's Vic- 
tory over the four Kings *.” This is the

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we need add no more in anſwer to Bellarmine 
than what is thus retorted by his Brother. Let 
all be granted that he ſuppoſes, yet his Conſe- 
quence. will not hold, till he can prove that 
None in thoſe Times and Places, were ever en- 
tertained with liberal Proviſions or Feaſts, by 
Princes or Others, upon any Occaſion, but ſuch 
only as were utterly deſtitute, and had Nothing 
of their own to ſupply their Neceſſities... And 
this is-plainly repugnant to the common Cuſtom 
and Practice of all paſt Times and Nations ; fo 
far as their Cuſtoms have come to our Know- 
ledge. Yea, if there were Need, it would be 
eaſy to ſhew, in many Inſtances, that this was 
an ordinary Practice, in thoſe eaſtern Countries, 
even in thoſe times; and Moſes excludes the 
Moeabites and Ammonites from the Congregation 
of the Lord, for a Neglect of this friendly Office 
towards the Mraelites . It is an univerſal 
** Cuſtom to take Strangers to the Table, even 
tho' they want no Meat +.” 

Another Argument of theirs is, That where- 
as the Scripture doth in ſo many places deſcribe 
the Prieſthood of Meli biſedect, as diſtin from 
the Aaronical, and like unto the Prieſthood of

muſt underftand not common Food, but con/e- 
trated, and ſuch as was firſt offered unto God: 
This again is Bellarminès Reafoning ; To which 
1 anſwer, Debile findamentum fullit opus. The 
Jeſuit ſuppoſes; but proves not, that the Scrip- 
tures ought to declate, and deſcribe unto us the 
my and Nature of Melchiſedeck's Sacrifice. 
Who has told him this? or, of whom did he 
receive authority of preſcribing to the HoLy 
On what ought to be done? It is certainly, to 
ſuy no worſe, an unwarrantable Preſumption for 
4 mortal Man, tho” a Jeſuit, and a Cardinal too, 
to make himſelf wiſer than Gop; and to ſay, 
This or That ought to be, if God have not ſaid 
i.” The Scripture no where aſcribes any proper 
and ſpecial Sacrifice to the Order of Melchiſedeck, 
diſtin& from other Kinds of Sacrifices; and we 
are yet to learn how a Papiſt can do it. Though 
it be neceſſity that every Prieſt have Something 
to offer, yet it is not neceſſary to the Deſcription 
of a ſacerdotal Order, that there be an expreſs and 
diſtint# Specification and Nomination of the Sacri- 
fice x for the Order may be ſpecial, and yet the 
= SY 3 Oblation 
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Oblation common. There were Prieſts befbte 
the Iaſtitution of the Levitical Prieſthood, who 
were neither of Melchiſedecł's nor of Aaron's Or- 
der, as is evident from Exod. xix. 22, $i

Moxeover, That there was 4 Prieſthood be- 
fore the Levitical, different both from Ir and 
That of Melebiſedeck, is manifeſt from the Ex- 
amples of Cain, Mel, Noah, Arabam, Jacob, 
and Fob, who is conceived to have lived befote 
the Law, c. Now tho' theſe were not of Aarth's 
Order, yet moſt of them offered the ſame kind 
of Sactifices that were offered by the Levin 
Order .

* Crack” of the Jeſuit, and ſoon anſwered with 
a Now oportet: i. e. That there is no neceſſity of 
an expreſs Specification of Melchiſedeck's Sacrifice, 
becauſe he was of another Order than Aaron: 
and therefore the Apaſtle, diſcuſſing and ſhewing 
at large wherein the Difference of Melchiſedeck*s 
Order - conſiſted +, altogether omitteth the Mat- 
ter and Manner of Melchiſedeck's Sacrifice as 
needleſs to be mentioned by him: And indeed 
it is abundantly ſufficient to evidence and eſta - 
bliſh the Diſtinction bewteen Melchiſedeck's Prieſt- 

hood and Aaron's, that Melchiſedeck was both 
a King and a Pricſt ; but ſo were not the Aaroni- 
cal Priefts. - Melchiſedeck was without Succeſſor : 
He- neither received his Priefthood from any

were not the Levitical ; they truly were many

Theſe particulars make a Diſtinction plain. 
enough (without Bellarmint's' aue, between 
the Melchiſedechian and the Aaronical Prieſthoods. 
And theſe are the moſt con ſiderable Things which 
I have met with, that are pleaded to prove that 
Melchiſedeck ſacrificed Bread and Wine; and I 
leave it to any rational and ſober Perſon to judge 
what weight there is in them, when fairly exa- 
mined.

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Now the Falſhood of ibis is ſufficiently evi- 
dent from the Falſhood of the former Suppoſi- 
tion, that Melchiſedeck offered Bread and 
Wine,“ which is sabe, Judas the firſt Falſhood; 
and ſo This allo falls with it. For, if Melcbiſe- 
deck did not offer Bread and Wine, then his Of- 
fering Bread and Wine cannot (as is here ſup- 
_ poſed) be the chief and principal Thing (nor any 
thing at all) in reſpe& of which Chriſt is a 
Prieſt after the Order of Melchi/edeck ; or, where- 
in the Similitude of Cbriſt's and Melchiſedeck's 
Prieſthood principally conſiſts. 
| Beſides, Bellarmine builds this Suppoſition 
upon another that is notoriouſly falſe : viz. that 
there was Nothing in the Prieſthood of Melchiſe- 
deck that was peculiar or proper to Melchiſedeck, 
but only this pretended Oblation of Bread and 
Wine; and inſtances in all the things mention- 
ed by the Apaſtles, contending that they were 
common to other Prieſts : Which is a plain con- 
tradiction of the Apaſtle, and fo groſsly abſurd, 
that another great Feſuit, viz. Gabriel Vaſquez, 
doth largely refute it 4, and plainly proves it to 
be moſt falle and erroneous. - So that I need not 
dell any longer on the Refutation of this; yet,

For the Apoſtle ſpeaks not one Word of this in 
all his Diſſertation on the ſubject; nor once 
names it in the Compariſon he makes between 
Chriſt and Melchiſedeck, The Epiſtle to the 
Hebrews is very large, it is mainly and moſtly 
ſpent about the Prieſthood of Chriſt, and the 
Prieſthood of Melcbiſedect; and, in comparing 
Chriſt and Melchiſedeck, and their Prieſthoods 
together, and in picking up the leaſt Circum- 
ſtances ; yet in the whole Epiſtle he faith not a 
Syllable of Melchiſedeck's Sacrifice of Bread and 
Wine, nor of the Sacrifice of the Euchariſt re- 
preſented thereby; much leſs, of Cbriſt's offer- 
ing himſelf under the Species of Bread and Wine, 
nor of any other Sacrificer than Iss CuRism, 
nor yet of any other Sacrifice than That of the 
Croſs. Of all theſe there is not one Word in 
all the Epiſtle. But how can it be imagined, 
either that the Apoſtle could quite forget, or, 
would, in ſo exact a Diſquiſition, totally omit 
That which (they ſay) is the chief, moſt proper, and 
only Thing; and which, therefore, of all other 


Things, ought not to have been omitted ? 
F 2 The 
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The Apoſtle, according to this Divinity, is as 
much overſeen, as if a Man, that undertook to 
draw the Picture of a Maſſing- Prieſt in a of Ob- 
lation, ſhould repreſent him without a Wafer in 
his Hand; or, as if one who deſigned to draw 
an exact Picture of a Man, ſhould perfectly re- 
preſent his Hands, Feet, and other Parts, but 
forget or omit his Face and Head. 

This Argument pinches the Jeſuit and his 
Friends, but they never want their little Shifts. 
and Evaſions. And ſo the Jeſuit tells us, That 
the Apoſtle omitted this ſpecial Act of Melchiſe- 
decks Prieſthood, wherein he repreſented Chriſt, 
and the unbloody Sacrifice of the Euchariſt, be- 
cauſe the Hebrews were yet uncapable of under- 
ſtanding this great Myſtery. 

To this I anſwer, That the Apoſtle heve writes 
not to the infide! but to the converted and believ- 
ing Hebrews *. Neither can it be queſtioned. 
but that theſe Hebrews had already participated: 
of the Euchariſt ; and therefore it was neceſſary 
that they ſhould underſtand what they did there - 
in; eſpecially, if (as the Romaniſts ſay) the main 
external Religion, and proper Worſhip of the 
New. Teſtament, conſiſt in this Sacrifice; ſo 
— the Apoſtle was under a ſpecial Obliganos

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not purpoſely to conceal this Myſtery from them, 
but to explain it to them. 

Moxeoves, It is evident, that theſe Hebrews, 
to whom the Apoſtle writes, were ſuch as had 
fo firmly believed in Chriſt, as to“ bear great 
« Perſecutions for his Name, and to take joy- 
fully the Spoiling of their Goods, &c.” Now 
whence was it that ſuch real Chriſtians, conſtant 
Confeſſors, and invincible Sufferers, were alto- 
gether unworthy, or unmeet to be given to un- 
derſtand any thing, little or much, of the great 
and only Sacrifice (as the Romaniſts call it) of the 
Church? Is not this an unaccountable Matter? 
And it is yet more ſtrange, that the Apoſtle 
ſhould leave this untouched, becauſe of their In- 
capacity, when in the fame Epiſtle he treats of 
Matters far more arduous} and hard to be under- 
ſtood ; as, rhe eternal Generation of Chriſt, bis In- 
carnation, Paſſion, Reſurrection, Aſcenſion; Inter- 
ceſſion, and Sefhon at the Father's right hand, the 
Reſurrection of the dead, &c. Were they capable 
of Theſe matters but wncapable of rhe Other? 
Yea, was it not more difficult to. underſtand, 
how Melchiſedeck was without Father, without 
Mother, without Deſcent, having neither Beginning 
of Days nor End of Life, than if he had openly 
declared to them, That Mzelchiſedeck offered 
Bread and Wine to God, as a Prefiguration

Mor eoyeR, It is not a matter very credible, 
that their Incapacity ſhould: divert the Apoſtle 
from this Subject, when we find him inſtructing 
the Corinthians about it; Were theſe Corinthions 
newly converted from groſs Paganiſm to Chriſti- 
anity more capable of receiving Inſtruction about 
the Eucbariſ, than the Hebrews, who were con- 
verted from Judaiſm? Then truly the Apoſtle's 
Much every way,” and Chiefly*” were no- 
thing at all. The Jew had no Advantage. 

But the Jeſuit hath yet another Evaſion, and 
tells us, : That the Apoſtle paſſed over This 
' 1a ſilence, becauſe it was impertinent, and did 
not make for his preſent purpoſe. And why 
ſo? Why, becauſe the Scope of the Apoſtle 
here was to ſhew the Excellency of Cbriſt's Prieſt- 
hood above the Levitical; and ſo it would have 
been impertinent to. make mention. of TRA 
- decks Sacrifice of Bread and Wine.“ 
Too this I anſwer, That it is falſe that the 
Scope of the Apoſtle was only to ſhew the Ex- 
cellency of Chriſt's Prieſthood above the Leviti- 
cal, For it was alſo and as much his Rc 0

to any one that reads the Apoſtle's Diſſertation. 
And this being undeniably ſo, it is as undeniable, 
that if there had been any ſuch thing as a Mel- 
chiſedechian Sacrifice of Bread and Wine, No- 
thing could have been more proper, appoſite, 
and to the purpoſe, than the mention of it. 

Bur to proceed with my Argument. The 
thing wherein Melchiſedect's Prieſthood chiefly 
conſiſted, and wherein he was a Type of Chriſt, 
was, according to their Hypotheſis, diverſe from, 
and of another kind than the Offerings and Sa- 
crifices of the, Levitical Prieſthood : But the 
Priefts of Aaron's Order offered Bread and Wine 
therefore Melchiſedeck's Prieſthood conſiſted not 
in the Oblation of Bread and Wine. This (if 
they will ſtand to their tackling) cannot be de- 
nied by them: for that it was not proper and pe- 
culiar to Melchiſedeck, but pertained alſo to the 
Levitical Order, to offer Bread and Wine, is 
moſt certain and undeniable *, 

Ac ain, If the proper Reaſon of the Order of 
Melchiſedeck ſtand in This, „that he offered 
Bread and Wine, then Cbriſ muſt offer the Same

Now they 
cannot grant this that Chrift offered true and 
proper Bread and Wine, but they muſt quite 
evert their Sacrifice of the Maſs, And they 
cannot deny this, That Chriſt offered true and 
proper Bread and Wine, but they muſt (accord- 
ing to their own Principles) deny that Chriſt is a 
Prieſt after the Order of Melchiſadect, becauſe he 

offered not the /ame Sacrifice, | 

But if they would creep out by a Diſtingion, 
uiz. That Chrift was not to offer the fame Kind 
of Sacrifice, that (as they pretend) Melchiſedeck 
did, f. e. true Bread and Wine, but his own na- 
tural Body and Blood under the Species of Bread 
and Wine; then they plainly forſake their own 
Argument here, ſtanding on this bottom, That 
the Order of Melchiſedeck (which Chriſt is of) 
cConſiſts chiefly and (according to Bellarmine) only 
in the Rite or Matter of the Sacrifice offered by 
Aach iſadeck. 

Mon govrR, Melchiſedeck's pretended Sacrifice 
was not a propitiatory, but a gratulatory Sacri- 
© fice. This they acknowledge: And therefore 
neither the Sacrifice, which they pretend to 


have been offered by Chriſt, nor That, which is 
daily 
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daily offered by the Maſing Prieſt, can be a pro- 
pitiatory Sacrifice. For Chrift (ſay they) with 
reſpect to the Sacrifice inſtituted in the Eucbhariſt, 
is a Prieſt of the ſame Order, and his Sacrifice 
is a Sacrifice of the ſame Order, and therefore 
muſt be a gratulatory Sacrifice; for if Melebiſa- 
deck's was Gratulatory, and Chriſt's Propitiatary, 
then Melchi/edeck's was of one kind and nature, 
and Chrif's of another; ſo that they maſt either 
give up their propittatory Sacrifice, or, that 
wherein they place the Similitude berween Mel- 
chiſedect and Chrift*.” 

Acain, If Melchiſedect's Prieſthood did pro-

Ada, The Maſs and Melchijedeck's Obla- 
tion are nothing like. Melchiſedeck offered Bread 
and Wine in ſubſtance : In the Maſs they pre- 
tend to offer Chriſt himſelf under the Species of 
Bread and Wine.

of the Maſs. He putreth them in mind, by 
theſe words, that, in following too much 
their old Ferwi Rites, they deprived themſelves 
of a more excellent Sacrifice and Meat, meaning 
the Holy. Altar and Cbriſt's own Bleſſed Body 
offered, and eaten there; of which, they that 
continued in the Figures of the old Law, could 
not be partakers. And the Greek Word, as alſo 
the Hebrew, anſwering thereunto, in the ſeventh 
verſe, ſignifieth properly an Altar to ſacrifice on, 
and not a metaphorical and ſpiritual Altar, where- 
by we prove againſt the Hereticks, that we have 
not a Commen Table or Profane Communion- 
board to eat mere Bread upon, but a very Altar, 
in the proper Senſe, to ſacrifice Chriſt's Body 
upon. Rhemiſts on the Words. And fo alſo 
Stapleton in Antid. Evang. Mat. v. 23, inſiſteth 

upon this place, Yet Bellarmine, (who is other- 
wiſe hardy enough) gives up and forſakes this 
Argument as indefenſible. De Miſſ. L. 1. c. 6. 
And he knew what he did; for, this Plea is 
built upon a groſs Milinterpretation of the Text; 
for the cz» Altar here is not the Table 
whereon the. Lord's ſupper is adminiſtered, or 
Altar, as the Romaniſts term it; but Chriſt, who is 
both Prieſt, Sacrifice, and Altar. And the Apoſtle 


here ſpeaketh of the Death of Chriſt upon the 
13 Croſs, 
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Croſs, without the Gate, as is manifeſt from the 
two next following Verſes* : And by Eating of 
this Altar, he meaneth the Participation of the 
Sacrifice of Chriſt's Death, or the ſaving Bene- 
firs of his Paſſion, fromwhich they are exclud- 
ed, who ſerve the Tabernacle , i. e. who per- 
tinacioufly adhere to the Levitical Service and 
Sacrifices. This Interpretation is followed by their 
own Angelical Doctor and Prince of the Schools, 
who, in his Comment on theſe Words, ſaith ex- 
preſsly, This Altar is either the Croſs of Chriſt, 
on which he was offered for us; or Chriſt bimſelſ, 
in whom, and by whom, we offer our Prayers ; 
and this is that golden Altar ſpoken of, Apoc. 8 
Of this Altar, therefore they have no right to 
eat Ii. e. to partake of the Fruit of Chriſt's Paſ- 
Hon, and to be incorporated. into him as. their 
Head] who ſerve the Tabernacle: i. e. adhere to 
the legal Rites . But the Rhemifts object, that

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the Faibers interpret the Words into their ſenſe, 
and call the Communion Table an Altar, in reſpect 
of the Body of Chriſt, which is ſacrificed thereon, 

To this I anſwer, That ſome of the Fathers 
calling the Table an Altar, was not with reſpe& 
to the Body of Chriſt ſacrificed thereon, but, in 
an improper ſenſe, with reſpe& to the Comme. 
moration of the Sacrifice of Cbriſt on the Croſs 
in the Celebration of his laſt Supper; and 
with reſpe& to the Gifts and Offerings then 
brought by the Communicants, and placed on 
the Table, whereof that Part which remained, 
after the Celebration of the Sacrament, was 
diſtributed to the Poor. Bur, that the Primitive 
Chriſtians, for ſome time after Chriſt, had no 
material Altars, is certain and evident, even 
from the common and ordinary Objection of the 
Pagans againſt the Chriſtians ; which was, That 
the Chriſtians had no Temples, no Altars, and 
therefore no Religion; For they took it for 
granted, that no Religion could conſiſt without 
Temples, Altars, and Sacrifices. This may be 
read frequently in the Writings of Origen, Arna- 
bins, Minutius Felix, 6c. who lived in the ſe-

We need not queſtion, but, if they could find 
out any thing 'more appoſite and cogent, either 
in the Old or New Teſtament, we ſhould ſoon 
hear of it from them; but that is not like to be 
found in either, which the Bible is ſhut againſt, 
and whereof there is not one Syllable'; in all the 

Book of God. | 
Yet, tho* the Scripture cannot defend their 
Cauſe, the Holy Church of Rome hath FaruRRS 
and Councils that will defend It againſt all 
the damned Hereticks ; Or, when Tazse will 
not do her Buſineſs, She hath great Troops of 
other Arguments ever in readineſs, ſtronger and 
harder to withſtand and overcome, than all the 
reſt: viz. THunDERING EXCOMMUNICATIONS, 
RoOARIN CG BuLLs, DELIVERING T0 THE SECU- 
LAR POWER, CONFISCATIONS, BanISHMENTS:; In- © 
QUISITIONS, Wulrs, Racks, Prisowns, Hat- 
TERS, Faccots, Dracoons, and an infinite 
number of the like CLusB AxGUMENTSs and Cai- 
NAL WEAPONS, which are mighty and formidable. 
And as the Martial Pope Julius the Second

ther Church of Rome, when utterly deferted by

Defence, and ſupported Herſelf, and her 2 
Moi Sacrifice, by ſhedding the Blood, and ſa- 
crificing the Lives of MilLLIons of poor Inno- 
cents from Time to Time ; as GERMAN T, Bo- 
" mBxMIa, BIA, Francs, Spam, Ira, 
. EncLand, &c. can witneſs; and Francs is 
@ tremendous inſtance at this Day. And theſe 
(though the Scripture be à perfect Stranger to 
them, and Chrift abſolutely againſt them) are 
very ſhrewd Arguments, that by their invin- 
cible Strength have forced multitudes (with 
gainſaying and condemning Conſciences) to yield a 
feigned Aſſent and Conſent; and, by their infup- - 
portable Weight, have preſſed Myziaps with 
Groans, Tears, and Blood, into the Duſt; whoſe 
Souls, now under the Altar, cry with a loud Voice, 
ſaying,” How long, O Lord, boly and true, doft thou 
vu judge and avenge our Blood on them that dwell 
es the Zarb???

E have gone over the Arguments of the 
 Romaniſts for the Sacrifice of the Maſs, 
and ſhall now, in the next Place, ſhew, that ic 
is no true and proper Sacrifice. And, a 
1f. Every true and proper Sacrifice hath a 
divine Inſtitution, and is preſcribed in the Scrip- 
tures; but the Popiſb Sacrifice of the Maſs hath 
no divine Inſtitution, nor is it preſcribed in the 
Scriptures; therefore it is no true and proper Sa- 
criſice. In Matters of ſo great concernment as 
this, we muſt bottom and ground upon the 
WorD or God, if we would keep on ſafe 
Ground; but here, I ſay, the Maſs hath no 
Ground to ſet a foot on; nor doth it ſtand upon 
any expreſs Command, formal Inſtitution, or 
| ſingle Word of Chriſt; but is a mere human Inven- 
1 tion

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tion. Thatitis bottomed on no Uucriprure, nowhere 
- Inſtituted of God, nor appointed by Chriſt, is moſt 
© evident, in that, the Scriptures they produce for it, 
and would bottom it upon, prove no ſuch thing; 
but when they have, by Forcing, Wreſting, and 
Racking thoſe Scriptures, drawn them forth 
to ſpeak for them; yet they cannot for their 
very Lives compel them to ſpeak any thing to 
the buſineſs ; no, nor yet any thing but what 
fifa little ſifted) is a plain Contradiction unto, 
or Condemnation of, the Maſs. This we have 
ſeen before, in the Scanning of the ſeveral * 
tures brought for that purpoſe.

In the firſt Place, 8 is no Prieſt ordained 


to offer. The Pop; Maſs Prieſts who are or- 
dained to be Sacrificers of the Body of Jeu 
Chriſt, and Celebraters of Maſſes both for the 
Living and the Dead, have no divine Inſtitu- 
tion, nor were they ever called of God to this 
Office. It is an Office that Cbriſt never inſtitut 
ed; a thing that there is not the Jeaſt mention 
of in the Inſtitution of the Goſpel-miniſtry, in 
any of thoſe many Places of the New Teſtament, 
wherein their Office and Work are plainly, fully; 
diſtinctly, and particularly deſcribed. Yea, tho? 
we find al! Chriſtians called Prieſts in ſeveral 
places; yet we have not one place in all the New 
Teſtament, where Paſtors of the Churches are 
called Sacrificers, or wherein this Ac of Sacri- 
ficing Chriſt is hinted at as a part, much leſs, 
as the chief and principal Part (as it is eſteemed 
in the church of Rome) of their Office. f 
: But here our Great Maſters wonder that we 
poor Hereticks are fo very blind, that we cans: 
not ſee that this Office was inſtituted by Chrift,. 
and that the Apoſtles received the Order of Prieſt.

mmly they would in no wiſe have omitted thoſe 
Formal Words, whereby their Lord inſtituted 
the Office of the Great Sacrificers of the New 
Teſtament. Nor doth it come within the Com- 
prehenfion of our ſhallow Underſtandings, how 
our Lord by the fame Words, and by one and 
the fame Action, could inſtitute two things fo 
different as'a Sacrament” and a Sacrificer. Can 
both theſe? We may as well ſay that the Sacra- 
ment of BapTism, and the Sacrament of the 
EvcnarisT were inſtituted, and may now be 
adminiſtered by one and the fame Form of words

fice, and without any Effuſion of Blood, it can 
ſurely in no wiſe be a true and propitiatory Sas 
crifice . 

Ad ax, When the Ap/Hes [peak of the gans 
Aces of Chriſtians now in the times of the New 
Teſtament, they only make mention of ſpirituat 
Sacrifices, viz. the Offering of tbhemſelves unta God, 
and their whole ſpiritual Service and Duties of all 
farts +. Theſe are Sacrifices which Gon himſelf 
hath preſcribed, whereby he is truly honoured; 
and Chriſt. hath made us all Priefs unto God and 
his Father, to offer them daily unto him: But 
as for this Sacrifice of the Ma in the Church of 
Rome, the Scripture is altogether ſilent about 
it, never once mentions it, nor any other real, 
proper, and propitiatery Sacrifice, that Chriſtians 
are now to offer unto God 4.

to be offered at all. He is not to be offered to 
make Satisfaction: For, if by one Offering upon 
the Croſs he made a plenary and perfeł Satisfac- 
tion, then ought he not to be offered any more®. 
The Reaſon of the Iteration or Repetition of the 
Legal Sacrifices, was their Imperfection ; but 
where the ſacrifice is perfe#, there is no Need of, 
nor ought there to be any Repetition, But now, 
by offering himſelf once upon the Croſs, he ſatiſ- 
fied, and that perfectly, for all our Sins ; 
therefore he ought to be offered no more. Here ij 
the Apoſtle gives this as a Reaſon, why Chriſt 
hath now no further Offering to make; viz. be- 
cauſe by that one Offering upon the Croſs, made 
before he ſat down on the right Hand of God, 
he perfectly ſatisfied for all them for whom he 
died, and expiated all their Sins; and when that 
is once done, there is no Uſe for any further Sa- 
crifice. i .

But, ſay they, It is true that Chriſt offered him- 
felf but once in a Bloody Sacrifice, but he is of- 
fered often in an and/oody Sacrifice: viz. this Sa- 
crifice of the Maſs, which is Sacrificium incru- 
entum. | :

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To which I anſwer, In this they expreſsly con- 
tradict the Apoſtle z for if Chriſt offer himſelf 
now daily by the Hands of Maſing Prieſts (tho 
without Blood) he is often offered ; but the 
Apoſtle denies and excludes the Iteration of his 
Sacrifice, aſſerting, that it never was offered, 
nor ever ſhall be offered more than once *. 

. AcaAin, The «nd/cody Sacrifice is a mere Chi- 
mera, or Popiſh Fiction, no where to be found 
in theScriptures. We may look our Eyes out 
before we find a Diſtinction of Chriſt's Sacrifice 
into One that is Hoody, and Another that is un- 
bloody, any where, but in the Acts of the Triden- 
tine Fathers, and others of the ſame Race. 
Adam, This unbloody Sacrifice is not only 
a very Fiction, but ſuch an ill contrived-Machine, 
as falls foul upon itſelf, and lies bleeding under 
it's own mortal Wound; for it is their conſtant 


Tenet, that the Maſs is a propitiatory Sacrifice 


for the Sins of the Quick and the Dead: But 
this it is not at all, nor can be, if it be true that 
it is Sacriſicium incruentum; for without SHED- 
DING or BLoop, there is no Remiſſion +. This 
is the Apaſles plain and poſitive Determination, 
that whatſoever Sacrifice is offered for Obtaining 
Remiſſion of Sins, it muſt be, with Shedding of

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Blood, or elſe that Sacrifice is wholly in vain; 
and will never in the leaſt anſwer the End for 
which it is offered. Either therefore the Ro- 
maniſts (who pretend to offer Chriſt daily, to 
obtain Remiſſion of Sins*for the Quick and the 
Dead) muſt grant that his Blood is daily ſhed 
by them in their pretended Sacrifice, or elſe that 
it is no propitiatory Sacrifice, nor obtaineth any 
Remiſſion either for Quick or Dead, when-of- 
fered ten thouſand times over for that purpoſe, 
So that, in ſhort, if the Maſs be a truly propitia- 
tory Sacrifice, then it muſt be a ooch Sacrifice.

terly overturned by the other“. They are like

AAN, If Chriſt be daily offered in the Sa- 
erifice of the Maſs to make Satisfaction, then it 
mult follow, That Chrift's Sacrifice on the Croſs 
was imperfect, and like the Legal Sacrifices 
which were often repeated: And that Chriſt is 
yet daily making Satisfaction for the Sins both 
of the Living and of the Dead, by Offering 
himſelf to the Father every day; and this in in- 
numerable places, and on an infinite Number of 
Altars; both of which are contrary to the Scrip- 
tures +; This is the ft thing; Chrift is not of- 
fered to make Satisfaction: Nor, ſecondly, To 
apply the Satisfaction made upon the Croſs to 
the Living or the Dead for the Remiſſion of 
Sins. This is their ordinary Subterfuge ; viz, 
That Jeſus Chriſt is offered. in the Sacrament of 
the Altar, to apply the Satisfaction made by the 
Sacrifice of the Croſs, and that in it the Death 
* Chriſt is l to us.

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But this is a moſt abſurd and ſenſeleſs Device. 
To make the Application of a Sacrifice already 
offered; by a new Oblation of it, is as if one 
ſhould ſay, The Way to make Application of a 
Plaifter made and fitted for à Sore, is, to make 
a new and ſecond Plaiſter like the firſt ; or to 
make Payment of a debt, by Paying it over 
again, after it hath been once paid, and a Diſ- 
charge given in; or to apply a Ranſom already 
fully diſcharged, by diſcharging it again, a ſe- 
cond, a third, and a thouſand times over. 
What can be more abſurd and inconſonant ? Yet

To yprocxed, If Chriſt muſt be daily facri: 
e an ane, to apply the Sacrifice of the 
Croſs unto us, then, by a Parity of Reaſon, he 
mult alſo be born, die, and riſe again, that the 
Benefits of his Incarnation, Paſſion, and Reſur- 
reQion, may thereby be applied unto us; and 
we muſt, to apply his Death to us, make him 
ce again for us. And if the Death of Chriſt be 
applied to us by the Popiſb Sacrifice of the Maſs, 
then the Paſſion, Redemption, and Satisfaction 
of Chrift could not profit us, if the Romiſb Priefts 
would not give them unto us; who (by this 
Doctrine) have his Paſſion committed to their 
Cuſtody, put into their Power, and left to their 
fole Diſpofal, to apply it at their Pleaſure, when, 
and to whomſoever they will; and alſo to deny 
it to whomſoever they pleaſe. Now this to 
us is a very wonderful matter, that our Dear 
Lord ſhould, out of his infinite Love to us,

Let none 
of them (among the infinite other Sanders caſt 
vpon the Chriſtians), ever once brought this in 
Charge againſt them.

CHAP. 


v 
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A Review of the Whole. 


IJ E have now ſeen what the /o' much cele · 
brated Maſs of the Church of Rome is, 
and that there is not the-leaſt Shew or Colour 
of a Foundation for it in Scripture : Nay, that 
the Scripture is clearly and fully againſt it, as 
no Inſtitution of Chriſt, but a late Invention of 
Antichriſt. And now, 'from a Review of the 
Whole, we may be fully convinced, That the 
Maſs of the Romiſb Synagogue is a horrible Pro- 
phanation of the Lord's Supper, and a Heap of 
moſt monſtrous and prodigious Abominations. 
They call it an ineffable Myſtery, and ſo indeed 
it is, but of Iniquity, of Impiety, of Blaſphemy. 
As Mr. Viſebart the Martyr *, The Miniſtry 
of the Maſs is a Myſtery of Iniquity.” And if 
we ſet aſide all its Appurtenances, Appendices,

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and Abuſes; ſuch as the Sellinz of Maſſes for 
Money, (which is a great Trade in Rome, and in 
ail other Countries under her Juriſdiction) the 
Saying of them for proving a Perſon's Innocency, far 
the Confirmation of human Contratts and Covenants, 
for the Succeſs of Journeys and Enterpriſes, for find- 
ing Things that are leſt ; for Corn that is blaſted, 
and a thouſand ſuch like; As alſo, Offering it 
to the Holy Trinity, wherein the Son 1s offered to 
himſelf, Celebrating Maſſes in Memory of Saints de- 
parted, and 10 oblain their- Interceſſicn ; as they 
have the Maſs of our Lady, of Saint Michel, 
Saint Autbam, Saint Margaret, and a hundred 
more both He and She Saints; and ſay them one 
for one thing, another for another thing; one 
againſt Peſtilence, another againſt, Tempeſts, 
another againſt Fire, another for a Woman with 
child,” another for a Horſe; or à Hen, Fc. Join- 
ing to them the Invocation of Saints and Angels. 
and Mingling with them the imaginary Merits of KEE

the Sum of the Papal Religion, is a very Abo- 
mination of Deſolation, moſt repugnant to the 
Lord's Supper, and ſtanding in a dire& © op- 
poſition to it in many reſpects. 1

In the Holy Supper, by Chriſt's Inſtitution and

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la the Holy Supper all muſt” both eat and 
drink; In the Maſs the Prieft alone eats and 
drinks All, and the Congregatioo'prefent'is en- 
tertained with an EMPTY SnE 1 in the room of 
a SACRED FEAST. 

In the Holy Supper Chriſt is offered to us by 
the Father, to be received with Thankfgivings 
In the Maſs Chriſt is offered as a Sacrifice to the 
Father, to be received from us for Satisfaction. 
In That the Father offers Chriſt to us; In This 
we offer Chriſt to the Father, 

In the Holy Supper Chriſt lifted up Nothing: 
to be adored by his Diſciples; In the Maſs the 
Prieſt lifts up a Hoſt or Water'to: SO by 
the People.

Name, Subſtance, . and Circumſtances of the 
1 ds Supper out of the Church, This is ano- 
ther Thing, wherein we may ſec the Wickedneſs 

of the Maſs. It doth not only diſguiſe and 
disßgure, corrupt and prophane the Lords 
Table; but ſo metamorphoſes Al, that there is 
ſcarce any Shadow of the Lord's Holy Inſtitutioa 
left. All is ſo perverted with fond, impigus, 
ridiculous, and blaſphemous Devices, that the 
Inſtitution is loſt, the nature of the Action is 
changed, and Nothing of a Sacrament is left, 
but all is turned quite into another thing. This 
is evident enough from the foregoing Deſcrip- 
tion of it, and from the Inſtances. in the laſt 
Particular. Who can ſee any thing of our Lord's 
Holy Iaſtitution, while he only ſeeth (as in the 
Popiſþ Maſs) a ſacrificing Prieſt, with his ſhorn 
Crown, and dreſſed in his ſacred, folemn maſſing 
5 Veſtments (as his Abe or Surplice, Sbole about 
his Neck, and hanging croſs - wiſe on his Breaſt, 
bis Amictus, Amice or Vail over his Head, his, 
Girdle where with he tucketh up his Cloaths, his 
Maniple, with the reſt of his conſecrated trinkets) ,

Maſs takes away the Lord's Supper (as it was in- 
ſtituted by Chriſt) out of the Church, and in 
the room thereof brings into the Church a ficti- 
tious Sacrifice, A Sacrifice that is 
Contrary to the Scriptures; 
Contumelious to Chriſt; 
And Injurious to Chriſtians. 
Tris directly contrary to the Scriptures. For 
the Scriptures hold forth only one Sacrifice of 
Chriſt, offered only once for ever on the Croſs ; 
and not many Sacrifices of Chriſt often offered: 
I fay, the Seriptures plainly hold this out con- 
cerning the Sacrifice of Chriſt, that it never was 
offered but once, nor ſhall ever be offered again *. 
Ho could the Scripture ſpeak either more 
phinly, or fully, than we ſee it doth in this 
Caſe? It tells us that Chriſt was once offered, 
and once for al; that there was one Offering, and 
One for” ever. Where is there any room for 
atother Offerer than Himſelf alone, or another 
Time of offering than that Once on the Croſs ? 
© The'Scripture- is wholly ſhut againſt it, and we 
© muſt not believe them when they tell us of any

The Scripture mentions no proper and propi- 
tiatory Sacrifice betwixt that which Chriſt offered 
on the Croſs, and his ſecond Coming to Judg- 
ment; but only teacheth that Chriſt, by virtue 
of That Sacrifice makes n Interceſſion 
for us. | 
The Scripture kionledgrttsns. n. Sacrifice.of 
- Chriſt, but ſuch as is accompanied with his bodi- 
ly Appearance for that End *. Now once, once 
only bath He appeared, and once cor rs .

The Scripture poſitively irony the Per- 
fection of that one Sacrifice once offered on the 
Croſs, and thereby utterly excludes all new Sa- 
crifices as altogether 3 uſeleſs, and to 
no Purpoſe . 

Thus it is contrary to the Scriptures. 1 
is alſo highly contumelious to Jeſus Chriſt, 
both to his Perſon, Prieſthood, and Paſſion or 
Sacrifice.

For it brings Chriſt's glori- 
ous Perſon from Heaven unto: the Earth, and 
to a State repugnant to, and inconſiſtent with 
the State of Glory whereunto he is „ exaltkd 
far above all Principalities and Powers “, &c. 
What can be more inconſiſtent with the glorious

ſpeaks of this as a very low Degree of Humilia-

{elf unto the Father, which the Holy Ghoſt makes 
Chriſt's own perſonal work *. A work that 
no one elſe may do, that no one elſe can do. 
None can offer Chriſt, but Chriſt Himſelf . It 
alſo puts more Honour on their pretended 
Prieſthood, than on (Chriſt's; as being able 
to do that with their Offerings, which Jeſus 
Chriſt either could not, or would not do with 
his Offering. It is no leſs derogatory to the 
Paſſion, or Sacrifice of Chriſt. The Romiſb AL 
tar:throws down the Croſs of Chriſt; inaſmuch 
as this repeating . of .Chris Sacrifice on that 
Altar makes the Sacrifice of Chriſt on the Croſs 
imperfect, inſufficient, and indeed no better 
than the Levitical Offerings. This is given as 
a Reaſon (as was obſerved before) of the fre- 
quent Repetition of thoſe Sacrifices, That 
they could never perfect the Worſhippers,” i. e. 
.perfetly tate away Sin t. Could they have done 
this, then they ſhould have ceaſed 5. So here,

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if a frequent Offering of Chriſt beneceſſary, then 
his once Offering himſelf on the Croſs was not 
perſect and ſufficient : So that this Popiſh Sa- 
criſice throws the greateſt Reproach on Chriſt's 
Paſſion that can be, making it weak, imperfect, 
and inſufficient for Man's Redemption. 

It is alſo extremely injurious unto Chriſtians 
redeemed by the precious Blood of Chriſt. It 
takes away from them the holy Ordinance of 
his Supper, inſtituted by him juſt when he was 
going to the Croſs for them, to ſignify and re- 
preſent, exhibit and offer, paſs and convey, ſeal 
and confirm unto them the Benefits of his Paſ- 
Fon, and moſt neceſſary for the Eſtabliſhing of 
their Faith, the Strengthening and Quickening 
of their Graces, the Weakening of their Cor- 
ruptions, the Renovation of their Repentance, 
the Raiſing of their Affections, the Increaſing 
of their Comfort; In a word, for the Inducing 
and Engaging them to all Acts of Obedience 
and Thankfulneſs. I ſay, the Lord's Table is 
taken away, the Lord's Supper is baniſhed out of 

the Church, and the Lord's People deprived of 
this laſt Inſtitution and Ordinance of their Lord, 
by the fictitious and blaſphemous Sacrifice of 
the Maſs. Yea, they are wholly taken off from 
Jooking unto Jeſus, and are put upon looking 
unto this new Sacrifice of the Altar, for the Re- 
r miſſion

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miſſion of their Sins, and for the Salvation of 
their Souls. Thus the ſuperlative Wickedneſs 
of the Popiſh Maſs appears in that it introduces 
a new Sacrifice. 

I add, that it ſets up the moſt contemptible, 
deteſtable, and abominable Idol that ever was in 
the World: viz. a pitiful Wafer, or Piece of 
| bread, not only as a true and perfect Man, but as 
the True and Living God, who made Heaven 
and Earth. This is their conſtant Doctrine, Be- 
lief, and Perſuaſion, that in the Maſs the Wafer, 
or ſinging Cake, is by Conſecration tranſubſtan- 
tiated into the very Perſon of Jeſus Chriſt; as he 
was horn of the bleſſed Virgin, and as he is now in 
Heaven; fo that here is aGod made by a Creature, 
a paltry Prieſt ; made of a Creature, a Morſel of 
Bread, and made by a Magical Muttering over 
of five Words, viz. Hoc ENIu EST. corpus 
MEUM. 

This God made of Bread, and riſing out'of 
the Womb of 7 ranſubſtantiation, is the Idol ſet | 
up in the Maſs; and, I ſay, it is the moſt abſurd, 
horrible, abominable, and monſtrous lde that 
ever was in the World : An Idol that makes the 
Chriſtian Name and Profeſſion contemptible, yea, 
a very Ridicule and Scorn, and a Matter of 

greateſt Diſtaſte and execration both to Jews, 
| Mathometans, and Heathens; and confirms them

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in an invincible Enmity againſt it: as well it 
may, when they take Chriſtianity to be ſuch a 
© Religion as this Idol makes it. Can Men pol- 
5 fibly {if they ſer their Invention upon the rack) 
excogitate or conceive of a more groſs and pal- 
pable Error, than to ſet up ſuch a God as this 
Breaden God is? A God that neither ſees, nor 
hears, nor ſpeaks, nor breathes, nor moves; a 
God that cannot ſave himſelf from Thieves and 
Enemies; no, nor from Dogs, Rats, Mice, or 
Worms; in a Word, a God that is made a thou- 
ſand Times over, in a thouſand Places, every 
Day, and as often fairly devoured 18 eaten up 
his makers? 

Mon govzx, As a Conſequence of the for- 
mer, the Sacrifice of the Maſs brings in and 
maintains the Practice of the moſt ſtupid, dam- 
7 nable, and deſtructive Iolatry that ever was in 
the World: viz. the Adoration and Worſhip of 
this. Idol, or Paying divine Honours to this 
Breaden God. This monſtrous Idol is univerſal- 
ly adored and worſhipped ; yea, the moſt abſo- 
1 Jute, ſovereign, and higheſt Degree of religious 
Adoration is paid unto it. For the Romaniſts 
(tho! contrary to Scripture) diſtinguiſh religious 
| Worſhip into three Kinds: viz. into what they 

4 call ue, i. e. Worſip i in the ſtrict Senſe, which, 

they ſay, is proper to God only; and which, to 


give 
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give to any Creature were plain Idolatry : Anus, 
i. e. Service, which may be paid to Creatures : 
It is a Veneration due to Perſons and Things, ac- 
cording to their Dignity, and the Degree. of 
Honour which God hath called them unto. This 
is paid to Saints departed, to Holy Things, and 
to Holy Places, 

Tuikorv, They have what they call Tryduna, 
i. e. 4 Service above what they pay to mere 


Saints; This is an Honour due (as they ſay) to | 


the Humanity of Chriſt, and to the bleſſed Vir- 
gin his Mother *, Sc. 

| Theſe are their corrupt Diſtinctions of reli- 
gious Worſhip; for all Religious Veneration ſurely 
belongs to God, and to God alone. To give it 
therefore in any Kind. or in any Degree, to any 
Creature whereſoever, or whatſoever, is plain 
Idolatry +. But what I mention this Diſtinction 
for here is this, wiz. That the Church of Rome 
doth further ſay, declare, and pronounce, that 
the Hoſt is to be worſhipped with the firſt and 


higheſt Degree of 44hne, Which ſhe acknaw-

And 
the ſame Council farther ſays: That there i is 
no room for Doubt, but that all faithful Chriſti- 
ans, according to the Cuſtom always received 
in the catholic Church, ought to give the Wor- 
ſhip of Aua, which is due to the true Cod, to the 
moſt Holy Sacrament with humble Venerations ; ;

ſhipped with the ſame Adoration, which is due

Proftration, by lighting Candles and 
burning Incenſe before It; by praying devoutly 
unto It. The maſſing Prieſt, as ſoon as he has 
conſecrated the Elements, forthwith adores and 
worſhips the Sacrament moſt reverently upon 
his bended Knees *. Then he prays to it, as to 
Chriſt; or, as if Chriſt were viſibly and per- 
ſonally preſent : For, directing his Prayer im- 
mediately to it, He prays: Lamb of God that 
tateſt away the Sins of the World, have mercy upon 
Hs, Se. as the Roman Mi ſſal directs. And in 
the middle of the Prayer, entitled, Deus pater, 
fons et origo totius bonitatis, Sc. is this Rubrick;

Sins.“ Then the Prieſt, after he has finiſhed his 
Adorations and Devotions, riſing from his Knees, 
elevates the Hoſt as high as he can over his 
Head, and ſhews it to the People, to be re- 

verently adored by them; who as ſoon as they

like Forms. O ſaving Hoft, O moſt Hleſſed Sacra- 
ment, which open; the Door of Heaven, Give mo 
Strength and Power agaihſt Dangers, and againſt 
all mine Enemies. And again, Make me to Believe 
more in Thee, lo place my bop in Thee, and to 
love Thee; and many ſuch like, as may be read 
in the Roman Breviary, &c. 

Indeed, theſe are Things which the Romanifts 
do not deny; nor, in the leaſt diſown; but moſt 
confidently maintain, and continoally practiſe, in 
the Celebration of all their Maſſes, and in their 
folemn Proceſſibns, when the Hoſt is carried 
_ about in a moſt ludictbus and ridiculous Man- 
ner *. Hence i it is mbſt cleat, that they adore 
the Holt, not as God's Repreſentative [Which is 
the Fig-leaf borrowed bf the Pagans, whereby 
they 80010 covet their Idolatry in worſhipping 
Images) | but as very God himſelf. And this, 1 
ſay, is a Piece of the moſt groſs and abominable 
Idolatry, and not to be parallelled by any In- 
ſtance of the moſt barbarous People in the 
World ; being far worſe than the Idolatry of 
thoſe Pagans, who worſhipped Stocks and 
Stones, not for theniſelves, as if they were 
Gods, but as Repreſentations, Symbols, and

Images of their Gods, who were worſhipped in 
them. This was not fo groſs as to worſhip a 
Piece of Bread (for it is nothing elſe) for itſeli, 
and as very God. TEA, The Worſhip: of 2 
Stock, or a Stone (ſhaped into an Image) as 
vety God himſelf, was more tolerable (if ever 
there were any fo ſottiſh as to uſe it) in Pagans, 
than this Popi Worſhip of a Bit: of Bread, as 
God, the Creator of Heaven and Earth, whom 
they devour and eat up, as ſoon as they have 
done worſhipping, For this is their conſtant. 
Practice, viz. After they have done their Hos 
hours to their God, by bowing their Heads; 
bending their Knees, proftrating their Bodies, 
elevating their Hands, knocking their Breaſts; 
and worſhipping Him with all their Souls; then 
fot a Concluſion, they put him, whole and en- 
tire as he is (Fleſh, Blood, and Bones) into their 
Mouths, and eat him clean up at once. Can 
this be parallelled * ? | 97 

To rROSEED, The Maſs is an Abena 
that draws Perdition on the Souls of Men, not 
only as it engages the Perſons who live in the 


Wben they have played with him a good while, he 
ſuffereth them to eat him up. Thus they deal with him as 
the Cat with the Mouſe. Beehive, L. 2. C. 7. May we. 
not ſay, Oh! What mad Gowns have ſwayed the Roman

Roman 
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Roman Communion to the Practice of groſs Ido- 
latry (as we have ſeen) which is a moſt deadly 
deſtructive, and damning Sin, but alſo as it 
cauſes them to place the Main of Religion in 
Maſs-worſbip, and to depend on Hearing and 
Seeing Maſſes for the Remiſſion of their Sins. 
Their Holy Mother, the Church, teaches them 
that, by Hearing or Seeing Maſſes, they may 
make full amends for their Offences, and ſuffi - 
'ciently - ſatisfy for their Sins; yea, both they 
that celebrate Maſſes, and they that are preſent 
at them, have their Minds poſſeſſed with a fond 
Opinion or Perſuaſion, that by the Strength and 
Power of thoſe Maſſes, they depart from them 
with a great deal of Sanctity, tho* they never 
amend their Lives, but return to their former 
Iniquities: and however a Man lives, in whatſo- 
ever Immoralities and Impurities, he has ſtill a 
preſent Remedy, toties guoties; it is but going 
to Maſs, and hearing Maſs, and he is as whole 
again as if he had never offended. This is the 
great and Wa Remedy both forthe Living 
and the Dead; and therefore, when Men are 
Dying, their ghoſtly Fathers put them rſt upon 
Confeſſion, and then to receive their Gop; and 
to make all ſure, perſuade them to appoint and 
provide Maſſes to be ſaid for their Souls; which, 


among the other means of refreſhing, cooling, 
caſing, 


8 
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eaſing, and ending the Pains of Purgatory (as 
Candles, Incenſe, Offerings, Indulgences, Holy Wa- 
ter, Sc.) is the beſt and moſt effectual of all, 
and draws them with greateſt Expedition out of 
that Place of Torment to Heaven. By theſe 
Fictions and Fopperies (which are the Nets of 
the Church of Rome, whereby ſhe draws incre- 
dible Treaſures to herſelf) Multitudes of poor 
deluded and beſotted Souls are ruined and loſt 
for ever. 

FINALLY, The Sacrifice of the Maſs is 906 
ed upon, and riſes out of TrxansUBSTANTIATION, 
which is a ſuppoſed Converſion of the whole 
Subſtance of the Bread into the Subſtance of 
Chriſt's Body, and of the whole Subſtance of 
the Wine, into the Subſtance of Chriſt's Blood, 
by the Words of Conſecration; ſo that there re- 
maineth Nothing of the Subſtance of Bread and 
Wine after the Conſecration, but they are changed 
into the Whole Humanity, and Divinity of Chriſt 
hy poſtatically united to his Humanity. And if 
this Doctrine be not true they freely confeſs 
that the Maſs is great Idolatry. The Teſtimony 
of Ceſter is very plain and full in this point. His 
Words are : * If the Doctrine of Tranſubſtan- 
tiation be not true, then we are found in ſuch 
an Error and Idolatry, as was never ſeen or 
heard of in the World: For, their Error would 

04 I | be 
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be more tolerable, who worſhip a golden or 
hlver Statue for God, or any other Image; as 
the Gentiles Worſhipped their Gods: or, a red 
Cloth, as the Laplanders are reported to do; or, 
ſome living Animals, as the ancient Ægyptians; 
than the Error of thoſe, who worſhip a Piece of 
Bread.“ Thus the Jeſuit, And our Fiber 
(who was one of the Pope's Martyrs) confeſſeth, 
that if there be nothiog but Bread in the Eu- 
charift, then are they all Idolators +. Nav, 
Bellarmmine himſelf grants no leſs 4. 

It is upon account of Tranſubpantiation, both \ 
| that they adore the Hoſt in the Sacrament, and 
that they offer it unto God as a Sacrifice. Tran- 
fubStentiation is the great foundation of the 
Sacrifice of the Maſs, and therefore the Maſs 
mult neceſſariſy be moſt abominable ; for the 
Foundation which it ſtands upon, is not only 
falſe, but one of the moſt abſurd, monſtraus, and

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portentous Falſehoods that ever appeared in the 
World: As hath been ſufficiently ſhewn in a Diſ- 
courſe on that Subjet*. And'tho* they may rack, 
torture, baniſh, burn and maſſacre Us (as they 
have done many M1LL1ows of faithful Chriſtians, 
whoſe Souls now under the Altar, are crying, 
4 O Lord, how long ?”) for this cauſe ; yer 
It will (we are in no Doubt thereof) be found 
(to their eternal Shame and Confuſion) a GREAT 
TruTH, when that great Day of the Lord, ſhall 
bring Them and Us together, on the open Stage, 
before Angels and Men,

HEREFORE have nothing to do wit 
Reme. Flee from Popery, and eſpecially 

from their abominable Maſs, which is the chief 
Part of their Worſhip. This, Sirs, is the End 
of all that I have endeavoured on this ſubject. 
What I have mainly defigned and aimed at, in 
the whole foregoing Diſcourſe, hath been to ſet 
Something before you that may conduce, in 
ſome Degree, to prevent your Deception, Se- 
duction, and Defection into this moſt pernici- 
ous Error; to promote your Settlement and 
Eſtabliſhment in the preſent Truth; and to for- 
tify your Minds for a reſolute, conſtant, and pa- 
tient Bearing of Perſecutions in Defence thereof, 
and in oppoſition to this great Myſtery of Ini- 
quity. This, I ſay, hath been my Delign: 


A *. My. Beloved, if you recolle& your 
. | n 
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Thoughts, and reflect on what has been done, 
you may ſee Enough to give you a juſt Diſtaſte 
for their Religion, and to fill you with Horror 
and Trembling, even to think of their Maſs, as 
it is daily uſed. 

In the foregoing Deſcription given at the En- 
trance, you may view the Monſtrouſneſs and 
Abominableneſs of it. In the Arguments pro- 
duced for it (which are the ſtrongeſt they have) 
you may ſee what a ſandy, or airy Foundation it 
ſtands upon; and indeed, no Foundation of the 
Word of God, at all. 

In the Arguments produced * it, you 
may ſee what Warrant you have to oppoſe, and 
-utterly renounce it for ever, as having no divine 
Inſtitution, being perfectly needleſs, and uſeleſs 
to all Intents and Purpoſes; as neither the ſame 
Sacrifice, that Chriſt offered once on the Croſs, 
nor another, but a new and late Invention of 
Antichriſt. And the ſeveral Conſiderations laid 
before you under the laſt Head; viz. That it 
is repugnant to the Lord's Supper; that it de- 
ſtroys the Nature of the Sacrament, and intro- 
duces a new Sacrifice, contrary. to Scripture, 
contumelious to Chriſt, and injurious to Chriſti- 
ans; that it ſets up a moſt contemptible Idol 
- eſtabliſhes damnable Idolatry; draws Perdition 
on the Souls of Men, by directing them to falſe 
Aten dependances; 


* 
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dependaneces; and Jafly, that it is founded on a 
moniftrous Fiction: theſe Conſiderations, I ſay, 
carry in them Motive and Inducement le 
to an everlaſting Deteſtation of it. 

Now, Bretbren, will you think af theſe Things; 
meditate on them, give yourſelves to them. It 
hath coſt me ſome Time and Study; and I tell 
you again, my Motive hereunto was an unfeign- 
ed Deſire to do ſome Service (by a Word in Sea- 
ſon) to the Truth of God, and the Sauls of Men; 
and in particular (for this is not like to go much 
farther) to your Souls: Oh! mind it therefore l If 
I had not thought it ſeaſonable, uſeful, and need- 
ful, and as needful (in the circumſtances we are 
Fallen into) as any other Subject I could have 
taken up, you had not had it. But I think, and 
Fay, it is needful to be ſpoken of, needful to be 
minded, by all -thoſe that have any Care of 
their Soul's Health. It is needful both for You 
and Me, to be well informed, ſettled, and fixed 
in this Point. For ſhould-wve live to ſee (which 
Heaven prevent) ſuch a terrible Storm and 
Tempeſt, as that which the | miſerable French 
Proteſtants have ſuffered by -Imprifonments in 
dark and noiſome Dungeons; by various and 


« grievous Torments and Tortures, Starving with 
Hunger and Nakedneſs; Confiſcations of their 
whole Eſtates, Deprivation of their Children, 


Impoveriſh- 
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Impoveriſhing of their Families, and other hor- 


rid Treatment and unheard of Inſolencies, Bar- 


barities and Inhumanities; No Villainy nor 


Violence having been omitted that might either 
force them to yield, or utterly ruin them“; I ſay, 


ſhould ſuch an Hour of Temptation come upon 


this Generation (and never more like) it may be 
feared, that not only Many will readily fall in 
and comply with this abominable Maſs in all 
Places, without any great Difficulty; but, that 


Many alſo will endeavour to palliate an outward | 


Compliance with ſuch Thoughts as theſe, viz. 
«© That reſerving their Conſciences to them- 


<< ſelves, they may with all Safety, and without 


Sin, be preſent at the Maſs; and that there is 
«© Nothing of Danger, nor of Crime, in ſuch 
* Preſence, eſpecially when it is involuntary (and 
forced by Threatenings and rigorous Treat- 
„ ment) /o that the Mind keep up a juſt Deteſtation 
„ and abborrence of that” groſs Idolatry.” Nay,

there is Reaſon to fear, that all will be little

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8 enough, even with thoſe among tt us that are moſt 


reſolute, and who think themſelves moſt ſecure, 
to keep them from warping, to fix their Reſo- 
lutions, and to enable them with Conſtancy to 
wade thro' to the End. I therefore exhort you 
again to ſettle Theſe Things in your Hearts, and 
to apply yourſelves unto, and to improve all 
other-means of your Eſtabliſhment. And if you 
have a Mind to preſerve yourſelves in a ſafe Con- 
dition for your Souls, and Eternal Eſtate, Keep 
out of Babylon, Have nothing to do with Rome; 
Bow. not a Knee to Baal, Fly the abominable 
Maſs; as you would bave no Fellowſhip with the 
Works of Darkneſs :' Step not into the Way of 
making Shipwreck of Faith, and of a good Con- 
feience: Defile not yourſelves by partaking of 
Rome's Sins, nor receive of her Plagues.

Sinn: and with the 
Command of our Saviour, Who, foretelling that 
there ſhould ariſe dangerous Impoſtors, who 
ſhould ſhew great Signs and Wonders ; and lay, f 
Lo, here is Chriſt,” or, © there,” He is 
een. or, He is in the ſecret Cham-

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bers ;“ warns and charges them not to give any 
Heed or Credit thereto *. 

This Prediction of our Saviour is even lite- 
rally fulfilled in theſe grand Pop;ſb Impoſtors, 
the maſſing Prieſts; whoſe Work it is to ſeduce 
Men every where to a Belicf of Chriſt's corporal 
and perſonal Preſence here and there, and in 
many hundred thouſand Places at once, telling 
great Stories of Wonders done by the Hoſt. 
Thus, they ſay, Lo, here is Chriſt” on the 
Altar. Lo, there is Chriſt” lifted up above the 
Prieſt's Head. Here he goeth thro* the open 
Streets, in the ſolemn Proceſſion : There he is in 
the ſecret Chamber, ſhut up in a little Box. He is 
here and there in the Maſs, where he may be ſeen 


and adored; yea, touched and eaten every Day. |

The Jews were now ſhortly tq 
go into Babylon among the Idolatrous Chaldtans, 
where a great Variety of impious Rites was

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The Prophet therefore, having in the forego- 
ing Verſes deſcribed the Vanity of Idols, and 
the infinite Diſſimilitude between them and the 
God of Heaven; for the fortifying of this People 
againſt thoſe groſs Idolatries they were not only 
to ſee, but to be tempted unto in Babylon, he 
alſo ſubjoins this Verſe, and puts it into their 
Mouths in the Chaldaic Tongue (that they might 
ſpeak to them in their own Language) as an An- 
ſwer to be given to the Chaldeans, when they ſhould 
tempt, invite, or offer to force the Jews to embrace 
the Worſhip of their Idols: Thus hall ye ſay unto 
them, i. e. when they call you to the Worſhip of 
their Gods, you ſhall. thus anſwer, The Gods, 
Sc. And this now, My beloved, may be our 
Anſwer;. and it. is enough, if there were no 
other Anſwer to be given to theſe Worſhip- 
pers of a Breaden God in their Maſſes. The Gods, 
Sc. And we will not worſhip Gods that cannot 
ſave themſelves from total Deſtruction out of the 
Earth, and from under the Heavens; much leſs, 
will we worſbip that God, that is daily devoured 
by his Worſhippers, as the Breaden Maſs- God 
is; For the Sbaveling firit makes his God, then 
adores him, then lifts him up on high, to be 
adored by the People; and then eats him open- 
ly before all the Company: And all this is per- 
formed in leſs than Half an Hour's Time.
